loiter. A hell of a crime, one of the 

best on my modest, but respectable 
rap sheet. Think about it: I must have 
been getting together with another 
person or persons (apparently unin- 
dicted co-conspirators) and whisper- 
ing something like, “Hey, let’s go over 
there and hang out.” 

The fact that my alleged offense 
took place inside a public place — the 
Federal Building at 450 Golden Gate 
— didn’t seem to matter to the cop 
who nailed me, nor did the fact that I 
was wearing a press pass and inter- 
viewing the participants in a demon- 
stration. “Conspiracy to loiter,” he 
barked, as he snapped the cuff on me 
and | asked, as politely as possible, 
what I had done to offend the United 
States of America. 

It seems funny now, and of course, 
it was pretty funny back then, in the 
early 1980s. Bruce B. Brugmann made 
a few, ahem, gentle calls to the head of 
the Federal Protective Service, which 
released me after about an hour or so, 
and a friendly lawyer in the federal 
Public Defender’s Office got the 
charges dismissed. For years I kept the 
citation record up on my wall. 

But today it would be no joke: con- 
spiracy to do anything on federal 
property is a felony — and today, 
under what we're calling the new po- 
lice state, a federal felony arrest, even 
an utterly bogus one, would trigger all 
sorts of ugly things that would haunt 
me for years to come. 

That arrest would go into an elec- 
tronic database that, combined with a 
few other things the database knows 
about me, could very well create a 
profile of someone who shouldn’t be 
allowed to fly on airplanes. It could 
wind up in a Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation file that would be used as jus- 
tification to read my e-mail or search 
my house without my knowledge or 
permission. 

If Proposition 69 passes this fall, 
the felony arrest would automatical- 
ly trigger a requirement that my 
DNA be collected and put into the 
database too. 

I’m not paranoid. Really, I’m not. 
This kind of stuff is going on all the 
time. And it’s about to get worse. As 
we describe in this special 38th-an- 
niversary issue, the secret police ma- 
trices, the new supposedly “non- 
lethal” weapons (including mi- 
crowave beams and mass druggings), 
and the high-tech surveillance and 
harassment of activists are as bad as 
anything from the COINTELPRO 
days. Probably worse.

ing, and storage of DNA from serious and violent 

felons to help with solving crimes — or exonerat- 
ing people wrongfully convicted. So why do we need 
Proposition 69, which would require law enforcement 
officers to take DNA samples from everyone arrested for 
any felony — even if they're never convicted or even 
charged — and enter their genetic profiles in the state’s 
felony database along with convicted kidnappers, 
rapists, murderers, and child molesters? 

We don't. That’s why the Privacy Rights Clear- 
inghouse, the ACLU, and other groups are urging 
Californians to vote against Prop. 69. 

Under Prop. 69, anyone arrested for any felony, in- 
cluding nonviolent crimes such as trespassing, 
shoplifting, or writing a bad check, gets put in Cal- 
ifornia’s huge criminal database. Any person con- 
sidered a suspect in a crime, detained at a political 
rally, or brought into a police station due to mistak- 
en identity will become subject to an unavoidable loss 
of personal privacy by having to provide a sample of 
their DNA to the police. 

Each year in California, more than 50,000 people 
are arrested for felonies — but are never actually 
charged with a crime. This includes political pro- 
testers, strikers on picket lines, and youths caught 
shoplifting for the first time. 

Taking someone’s DNA provides much more than 
a genetic “fingerprint.” Your DNA exposes the most 
intimate details of your personal and family medical 
history, including predispositions to substance ad- 
diction, criminal activity, even sexual orientation. In 
the wrong hands, your DNA information can expose 
you to devastating consequences. 

To make matters worse, Prop. 69 makes it ex- 
tremely difficult for you to get your DNA profile 
removed from this database, even if you're inno- 
cent. Under Prop. 69, you'll have to take the follow- 
ing steps to have your record expunged:

of the county in which you were arrested, or con- 
victed or adjudicated, with proof of service on all 
parties, 

Under Prop. 69, however, the court can still deny 
your request — a decision that cannot be appealed. 

Trapping thousands of innocent people in this 
nightmare world will do nothing to solve violent 
crime. It may, in fact, impede it. Prop. 69 requires the 
immediate processing of 500,000 DNA samples of 
nonviolent felony offenders, and the eventual testing 
of tens of thousands of people arrested, but never 
charged or convicted, each year. This is expected to 
overwhelm California’s already beleaguered DNA- 
testing system. It will cost the state literally hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars to implement, at a time 
when basic funding for police and fire protection is 
being cut. 

Prop. 69 is being pushed by California’s law en- 
forcement establishment, from prosecutors, prison 
guards, and police to Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
and Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger. The campaign 
against Prop. 69 has been endorsed by a broad range 
of organizations, from the League of Women Voters 
to the California Democratic Party, the California 
Labor Federation, the NAACP, the Council for Re- 
sponsible Genetics, and the ACLU. Prop. 69’s propo- 
nents have already spent more than $1 million to 
pass this initiative, and they plan to spend more. 
While Prop. 69’s opponents have the facts on their 
side, they have no budget and are relying on a word- 
of-mouth campaign.

The war at home 


since Sept. 11, 2001, has been astonishing in both 

breadth and depth, taking place on federal, state, 
and even local levels, in so many different types of 
legislation, court decisions, and executive decrees 
that it’s daunting just to keep track of it all — much 
less to do anything about it. 

But as Steven T. Jones reports on page 32, there’s 
reason for hope along with all the despair. Since the 
birth of the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 1908, 
this country has swung back and forth, often dra- 
matically, between allowing law enforcement to do 
almost anything it wants and passing tight regula- 
tions controlling what the government can do to 
attack personal privacy and freedom. 

Right now we're in a far-rightward swing: in fact, 
many of the worst abuses of the 1960s — COIN- 
TELPRO, the spying on and harassment of activists, 
the federal plants and agents provocateurs — were 
just that, abuses. They were against the law. Today 
much of what people found outrageous in that era 
would be perfectly legal. 

But as the horror stories of the war on terrorism start 
to emerge, there’s increased energy in the movement 
against what we're calling the New Police State. And be- 
yond all of the battles on the national level, there’s a lot 
that can be done right here at home. A few key fronts: 


Te crackdown on civil liberties in this country 


¢ Open government Secrecy is the friend of the secret 
police. So fighting for open access to information is a 
central part of the struggle to end the growing cli- 
mate of repression. (If you doubt that, just look at all 
the FBI abuses that have come to light entirely be- 
cause of the Freedom of Information Act.) Proposition 
59, on the state ballot, -would enshrine in the state 
constitution the public’s right to know what the gov- 
ernment is doing; it’s critical that the measure, spon- 
sored by state senator John Burton, pass overwhelm- 
ingly. Supporting local sunshine efforts, like the San 
Francisco Sunshine Task Force’s efforts to force the 
mayor and the city attorney to open up key city records, 
takes the struggle directly to local government. And 
every city in the state ought to follow San Francisco's 
lead and pass a strong local sunshine ordinance. 
New technology DNA testing has helped prove 


the innocence of some wrongly convicted prisoners 
— but it can also be a tool of repression. As the 
American Civil Liberties Union’s Bob Kearney points 
out in an op-ed on this page, Proposition 69 repre- 
sents a terrible attack on privacy — and the campaign 
against it is understaffed and underfunded. This is a 
critical issue, and every activist group in the state 
ought to be putting time, money, and energy into the 
No on 69 campaign. 

Meanwhile, as Annalee Newitz points out on page 
26, innocuous-sounding concepts like radio fre- 
quency identification tags have an ominous side to 
them and ought to be used only under the most 
limited circumstances (not, for example, in the San 
Francisco Public Library). 

¢ Noncooperation As A.C. Thompson reports on 
page 28, the San Francisco Police Department is 
working closely with the state and the federal De- 
partment of Homeland Security through a secretive 
(and semiprivate) police matrix called the Law En- 
forcement Intelligence Unit that has almost no ef- 
fective accountability. The supervisors should cut 
off all funding for that operation — at least until all 
of the records of what the joint operations are doing 
are made public and strict (open) guidelines are in 
place to prevent abuses. Officials in other California 
cities should do the same. And Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer, whose office hosts the LEIU, should 
shut it down until it makes all of its operating records, 
guidelines, and directives public and agrees to abide 
by the state’s Public Records Act. 

e Accountability Obviously, defeating President 
Bush (and thus getting rid of John Ashcroft and the 
gang) is a top priority — but Democrat Bill Clinton 
also passed some terrible police-state legislation. If 
John Kerry wins, activists will have to make it clear 
that a veteran of the 1960s antiwar movement can’t 
allow the modern equivalent of COINTELPRO to 
continue. The same message has to go to Democrats 
in Congress — and the first step is calling for the re- 
peal of the USA PATRIOT Act. 

The November election will be a crucial turning 
point in the nation’s history — but the fight against 
the New Police State doesn’t end with the defeat of 
Bush. That's just the start. +

clearly the result of community pressure over the 
negative statements some police officers made in the 
Cammerin Boyd shooting, and that’s fine. But there’s 
every indication that Fong wants to prevent front-line 
officers, particularly inspectors on a case, from talk- 
ing directly to the news media. And she doesn’t want 
police commanders to release detailed information 
about crimes and arrests (the way Bayview Station 
captain Rick Bruce has been doing) to the press or the 
public. She wants all of that to go through the Pub- 
lic Affairs Office — which can carefully control the 
spin (and often delay the release of documents). 
The current guidelines were drafted with input from 
all sorts of organizations, including the American Civil 
Liberties Union. The new version came to the com- 
mission with little or no public input at all. The com- 
mission should send the proposals back to the depart- 
ment and ask it to meet with community and news 
media groups and rewrite the rules to ensure there’s

City College football team gets 
temporary reprieve from suspension, 
but questions about its trip 

to Samoa linger 


to build a state-of-the-art gymnasium complex, called the Health and Wellness 
Center, with lease money on the complex going to the foundation. What makes 
some trustees uncomfortable is that the money from a plan to lease the field to 
Lick-Wilmerding High School isn’t overseen by the board but by a nonprofit cor- 
poration that’s tax-exempt and legally separate from the college.

While the question of whether the City College of San 
Francisco’s football team will be able to participate in post- 
season play has now been answered by a judge’s decision to 
issue a temporary stay of its suspension, other issues sur- 
rounding this scandal remain a murky mess. 

At a time when the City College Board of Trustees is 
considering a facilities lease agreement that would generate 
$14 million for the City College Foundation (see “Field of 
Schemes,” 9/22/04), even the elected trustees can’t get 
straight answers on why that strange funding arrangement 
is necessary, whether there’s adequate oversight for the $18 
million a year the foundation raises and oversees, and 
whether the foundation played a role in funding the foot- 
ball team’s allegedly illegal recruiting trip to American 
Samoa last year (see “Away Game,” 10/6/04). F 

That trip got the wildly successful football team sus- 
pended from postseason play by the Community College 
League of California’s Commission on Athletics, but the col- 
lege filed a lawsuit challenging the decision. While not rul- | 
ing on the validity of the recruiting charges, Sacramento Su- [a 
perior Court judge Judy Hersher granted the college’s re- | 
quest for a temporary stay Oct. 15, allowing the football | ~ 
team to continue with its season, including December play- 
offs (which will probably have begun by the time a final ver- 
dict is issued).

asked directly by the commission. When asked by the Bay 
Guardian, the only answers given by Chancellor Phillip 
Day were “private fundraising” and “corporate sponsorships.” Trustees Milton 
Marks III and Julio Ramos said they don’t know exactly how the funding 
worked, and neither football coach George Rush nor foundation president Eu- 
nice Azanni returned our phone calls. 

Such questions come as the college is using $25 million in public bond money 
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Lick-Wilmerding would pay $3 million up front and $125,000 a year for 25 
years into a fund managed by the foundation. The district estimates that the 
money, once invested, will eventually total nearly $14 million. In exchange, 
Lick-Wilmerding would have access to the facilities — scheduled for completion 
at the Ocean Avenue campus in 2008 — when they’re not in use by the college. 

“The real issue is not about the amount of money but what the role of the 
board will be,” trustee Johnnie Carter Jr, said at the meeting. 

Ramos expressed apprehension about the safeguards currently in place con- 
cerning the foundation and said he wanted to be assured that there was appro- 
priate transparency in the foundation’s dissemination of money. 

“Tt’s [the foundation,] not the college, and that’s my concern,” Ramos said. 
“We're being bypassed.” 

And it’s not quite clear when or if safeguards will be put into place. 

Marks said he'd been trying to organize a joint meeting between the trustees 
and the foundation’s board for three years to open up the process, but his attempts 
had been thwarted. 

“We need to find out why the foundation would be hesitant,” Marks later told 
us. “I’m not trying to do anything that’s threatening to them.” 

Marks is optimistic that a joint meeting will take place in the near future. Day 
said he felt confident about the current working relationship between the foun- 
dation and the college, even citing a get-together at his house six months ago, at- 
tended by members of both groups. 

Day made it clear that more funding partnerships like the one with Lick- 
Wilmerding are planned. As City College builds more facilities, they'll have to 
be leased to private groups in order to fund their maintenance and upkeep, as 
the $1 million currently earmarked for maintenance isn’t enough to cover even 
the buildings that already exist. Which poses the question: why build multi- 
million-dollar facilities that contain Olympic-size swimming pools and all- 
weather practice fields if there are no revenue sources in place to maintain them? 

When Ramos asked if maintenance on the new Health and Wellness Center 
could be funded without the Lick-Wilmerding money, vice-chancellor of finance 
Peter Goldstein said it couldn't. 

A final decision on the Lick-Wilmderding deal could come at the board’s Oct. 
28 meeting. %

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McGoldrick finds unlikely allies in his fight against downtown 
It isn’t Sup. Jake McGoldrick alone against the big boys from 
downtown anymore. There’s been so much money and negativi- 
ty in the recent anti-McGoldrick smear campaign from down- 
town-funded independent expenditure committees (see Trail Mix, 
9/15/04 and 9/22/04) that it seems to be worrying even his Dis- 
trict 1 opponents — for varying reasons. 

In what was meant to be a press conference with just him and 
McGoldrick, candidate David Heller stood up Oct. 15 to express his 
disappointment with the increasing negativity of the race and to tell 
the downtown groups, “Please stop your work in District 1. And we 
mean that. We can handle electing our own representatives to the 
board.” 

Fellow candidates Leanna Dewaydiak and — surprise! — the 
downtown-backed Lillian Sing pitched in to repudiate negative cam- 
paigning, joining the conference after it had been announced. 
Naturally, sparks flew, with Dewaydiak playing mediator between 
McGoldrick and Heller on one side and Sing on the other. 

Sing claimed that she had returned all donations from the 
downtown groups and insisted that Ethics Commission statutes pre- 
vent her from talking to the groups directly, as McGoldrick requested 
her to do. Yet the main groups attacking McGoldrick — the Gold- 
en Gate Restaurant Association, SFSOS, and the Small Property 
Owners Association — are closely allied to Mayor Gavin Newsom, 
who is backing Sing, and to Eric Jaye, who's been campaign 
manager for both Newsom and Sing. 

Sing’s claim of having returned money can’t be verified until the 
next reporting period, but as of the last report on Oct. 5, Sing showed 
a whopping $198,000 in donations, much of that from the usual 
downtown suspects. Heller ended the press conference on this 
question: how could a relative newcomer to the Richmond have 
raised so much in campaign funds? 

Yet Sing used the press conference to plead her innocence, pro- 
ducing a “clean campaign pledge” she, Dewaydiak, and Heller even- 
tually signed before witnesses. McGoldrick won't sign the pledge, 
telling the Bay Guardianit’s easy for

today to educate the public about the fact that Prop. 64 is designed 
to protect corporations and threaten public health.”

Ranked choice is a rank experience for local Democratic 
Party Two weeks before Election Day, ranked-choice voting has al- 
ready been a tumultuous experience for the San Francisco De- 
mocratic Party.

Where the sun don’t shine 


San Francisco school board fails 
to adopt open-government policy

The San Francisco Board of Education decided Oct. 12 not to abide by the Sun- 
shine Ordinance, a local law approved by voters five years ago, broadening citizen 
access to government records and meetings. The board instead adopted a weak- 
er measure saying that it will form a committee to “develop recommendations 
for an open government policy” and report back to the board by May. 

“It’s just kind of bewildering to me as a public agency that’s constantly talking 
about these great strides we’ve made,” Sarah Lipson, who coauthored the original 
proposal with fellow board member Mark Sanchez, said of the board’s rejection of 
the stronger measure. “It makes it look like there’s something to hide. Why people 
who’ve been on the board and have seen corruption and backroom deals [under the 
former superintendent] wouldn’t want more transparency is beyond me.” 

It took a long time for the public to learn about financial shenanigans in the 
school district in the late 1990s. And even though current superintendent Arlene 
Ackerman took an aggressive approach and called in government investigators 
to look into several contracting scams, there’s never been a public accounting of 
exactly how much money was lost or where it all went. 

The school district isn’t automatically governed by the sunshine law, because 
it’s technically a state agency. Lipson’s original proposal, introduced Sept. 14, 
would have required compliance “in all areas that are not inconsistent with 
state law and do not involve confidential student records or violate student 
privacy.” 

But when the measure was considered at the board’s Rules Committee meet- 
ing Oct. 6, board president Dan Kelly suggested stripping the measure of its 
stricter language. 

“Resolutions like this come up every two years,” at election time, Kelly later told 
the Bay Guardian. “I think it’s put forward to get some political capital ... and 
doesn’t give adequate thought or deliberation to the matter.” 

He also said that while sunshine is important, the district doesn’t have a 
problem with openness, saying that “I can count on one hand the number of times 
someone has complained to me about not getting informatio 

After its Rules Committee editing, the resolution simply stated “it is the intent 
of the board to develop an open government policy” and set up a committee to 
look into it. The replacement measure also substituted a clause stating, “Any staff 
member may freely speak with or provide public information to the press and 
public without prior permission from, or consultation with, the superintendent 
or any other supervisor,” with a vague affirmation of “the First amendment 
rights of all staffers.” 

This touches on a persistent board disagreement. Lipson, Sanchez, and com- 
mittee member Eric Mar say that the district’s policy of requiring staff to con- 
tact the central office before speaking to the media restricts the flow of infor- 
mation and constitutes a gag order. Several teachers have told us that they fear 
retribution if they speak to the press. 

Ackerman has long denied that staffers are discouraged from talking to the 
media. “I have repeatedly communicated to staff in schools and central offices 
that they should not be afraid of the media but should answer their questions 
promptly and accurately,” she recently told us in writing. “As Superintendent, I 
am of course interested in the accuracy and completeness of what is reported 
about our schools.... Therefore, I ask that as a courtesy my office is made aware 
of media inquiries both so that we can provide additional information as well as 
resolve issues and problems.” 

Mar told us he preferred the original language but voted for Kelly’s changes 
because he thought it was the only way to keep the resolution alive. Heather Hiles, 
who also sits on the Rules Committee, left the meeting early. 

When the full board convened Oct. 12, Lipson attempted to get some of the 
original language back into the measure, but other board members weren't re- 
ceptive, saying that they needed a thorough evaluation of the possible fiscal im- 
pact first. 

Lipson was able to add some language about the staff’s “right to engage freely 
in discussion with the media,” before the board unanimously approved the wa- 
tered-down resolution. She describes the rewritten measure as “a slap in the face 
to the voters of San Francisco. What we're saying is “Yes, give us more [city] money, 
but we don’t want increased transparency. ” 

But Lipson says she will not give up on fuller sunshine and will work with Sup. 
Tom Ammiano, a sunshine advocate who has also served on the school board, 
to make sure that a stronger policy is established. 

“Tm really disappointed by the delays and the watering down,” Ammiano said. 
He’d rather not make this into a contentious issue, he said, “but if they can’t come 
to some resolve, I think we have to look at going to the ballot.” *

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Bay Guardian sues 
New Times chain for 
predatory pricing 


he Bay Guardian filed suit Oct. 

19 against the SF Weekly, the East 

Bay Express, and New Times 

Newspapers, the Phoenix-based 

chain that owns the two local 
weeklies, charging that the nation’s 
largest alternative newsweekly chain had 
illegally sold advertising below cost in an 
effort to put the family-owned Bay 
Guardian out of business. 

The suit, filed in San Francisco Superior 
Court, marks the latest step in a lengthy 
struggle to stop the New Times papers 
from using predatory pricing to injure 
the Bay Guardian. 

“We don’t dislike competition. We 
thrive on it,” Bay Guardian editor and 
publisher Bruce B. Brugmann said in a 
statement. “But we believe that competitors 
should play fair — and New Times, like 
many big corporate chains, is breaking 
the law and using its considerable nation- 
al resources in an effort to destroy a local- 
ly owned competitor so it will have the 
San Francisco alternative market to itself” 

The Bay Guardian is represented by E. 
Craig Moody and Richard P. Hill of the 
San Francisco firm Moody and Hill. 

Specifically, the lawsuit alleges that 
New Times has repeatedly sold ads at 
less than the cost of producing them — 
a violation of California Business and 
Professions Code Section 17043. The Bay 
Guardian is also charging that New 
Times papers offered secret deals to some 
advertisers in an effort to keep them 
from advertising in the Bay Guardian — 
a violation of B&P Section 17045. 

The state’s unfair-business-practices 
law, which dates back to the 1930s and 
has its roots in the progressive-reform era 
of Goy. Hiram Johnson, was designed 
in part to prevent this exact sort of be- 
havior. “Since the competitor who will 
lose in any price war is the smallest com- 
petitor, and the ultimate loser is the con- 
sumer, this variation of the profit motive 
cannot be tolerated,” University of San 
Francisco law professor J. Thomas Mc- 
Carthy wrote in a seminal 1968 USF Law 
Review article titled “Whatever Hap- 
pened to the Small Businessman?” 

The law bars companies from selling 
any product “at less than the cost to the 
vendor for the purpose of inuring com- 
petitors or destroying competition.” It al- 
lows for treble damages. 

New Times, the Bay Guardian lawsuit 
notes, has a “history of intentionally un-

dertaking anticompetitive actions.” In 2003 
the U.S. Justice Department and the at- 
torneys general of California and Ohio 
charged that New Times and Village Voice 
Media had conspired to shut down com- 
peting papers in Cleveland and Los Ange- 
les and create illegal monopoly markets. 

A year earlier the Bay Guardian for- 
mally warned New Times that it was en- 
gaging in illegal predatory pricing. 

“The Weekly, using the money and 
power of a national chain, is trying to 
crush a locally owned competitor so it 
can have the San Francisco alternative- 
weekly market to itself” the Bay Guardian 
wrote at the time. 

Thomas Burke, an attorney with Davis 
Wright Tremaine, detailed the problems in 
a Jan. 11, 2002, letter to Weekly publisher 
Troy Larkin, which noted that “the evi- 
dence ... demonstrates, vividly and un- 
ambiguously, the degree to which SF 
Weekly and New Times remain desperate 
to drive the Bay Guardian out of busi- 
ness.” 

The letter listed a series of specific in- 
stances in which the Weekly had offered 
steep discounts to advertisers, selling ads 
at far below the normal market rate, in an 
effort to keep them from advertising in the 
Bay Guardian. 

The warning followed a legal agree- 
ment in which a former Bay Guardian 
sales manager agreed to pay the Bay 
Guardian $10,000 to settle charges that 
she stole proprietary sales information 
from the paper after she was secretly hired 
by the SF Weekly. The June 2001 agree- 
ment put New Times and the Weekly 
under a permanent injunction barring 
them from using the stolen information 
(see “The Predatory Chain,” 10/13/02). 

But the Weekly’s anticompetitive be- 
havior hasn't changed, the lawsuit asserts. 
For the past four years, it states, the Week- 
ly (and later the Express, after its purchase 
by New Times) has sold ad space at a loss 
in an effort to undermine a local com- 
petitor. “The defendants ... knew that by 
offering and selling advertising space at 
below-cost prices, they could cause the 
Guardian to lose money on its advertising 
space and eventually be forced out of 
business, while defendants would be able 
to subsidize their own losses caused by 
that practice through profits derived from 
other newspapers in the New Times pub- 
lishing chain that do not face significant 
competition,” the complaint charges. 


New Times owns alternative papers in 
11 cities — Cleveland, Dallas, Denver, 
Fort Lauderdale, Houston, Kansas City, 
Miami, Phoenix, and St. Louis as well as 
San Francisco and Berkeley — and owns 
a national advertising sales firm, the Rux- 
ton Group, which sells ads for 28 alterna- 
tive papers around the country. The 
chain’s total revenues in 2001 were ap- 
proximately $104 million, according to 
the U.S. Justice Department complaint. 

This is not the first time the Bay 
Guardian has taken legal action to fight 
anticompetitive behavior. In 1970, on 
the day after President Richard Nixon 
signed into law the Newspaper Preser- 
vation Act exempting daily newspapers 
from the antitrust laws, the paper filed 
suit against the San Francisco Newspa- 
per Agency, which at the time ran the 
San Francisco Chronicle and the San 
Francisco Examiner under a joint-oper- 
ating agreement. The JOA allowed the 
two papers to fix prices, pool profits, 
and share markets, eliminating daily 
newspaper competition. 

The suit challenged the legality of the 
JOA and asserted that the monopoly daily 
combine was using its market power to 
destroy smaller competitors. The JOA 
paid $500,000 to settle the suit, money 
the Bay Guardian used to go from twice a 
month to weekly publication. 

Brugmann said the Bay Guardian sim- 
ply can’t tolerate this sort of illegal activ- 
ity any longer. “For years, we have warned 
New Times, repeatedly, that if this anti- 
competitive behavior does not stop, we 
will have no choice but to take legal ac- 
tion,” he said. “The Bay Guardian has 
been a part of this community for 38 
years, and is a leading voice for small, lo- 
cally owned independent businesses, and 
we take this step as part of the ongoing 
struggle to prevent chain domination in 
the news media. 

“We are confident the courts will find 
New Times in violation of state law and 
will order the chain to start playing by 
the rules of fair competition.” 

The suit does not specify damages, but 
Brugmann said New Times liability could 
be well into the millions of dollars. 

Neither Michael Lacey, executive editor 
of New Times, nor Jim Larkin, the chain’s 
CEO, returned calls seeking comment. *%

38th anniversary special 


n the last day of December 1968, with the 
Vietnam War raging and antiwar activity in 
California at a fever pitch, the San Francisco 
field office of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion received a memo from the Washington, 
D.C., headquarters instigating what would become a 
furious witch-hunt against a Stanford University 
English professor named H. Bruce Franklin. 

“Howard Bruce Franklin ... will appear at a forum 
with other educators in mid-January, 1969,” the 
memo stated. “Consideration is being given to dis- 
crediting him because of his radical, violent and rev- 
olutionary position.” 

Franklin’s main offense, it turned out, was oppos- 
ing the war (and loudly denouncing imperialism, 
capitalism, racism, and a lot of other things a lot of 
people were loudly denouncing in 1968). But the 
FBI had its sights on him and was determined to 
ruin his life. 

“I ghess it was a compliment,’ Franklin told me by 
phone from his home in New Jersey, where he’s now 
a professor at Rutgers University. “I guess they thought 
I was being effective. But I certainly hadn’t commit- 
ted any crimes.” 

As part of the FBI’s campaign, documents later ob- 
tained by the American Civil Liberties Union under 
the Freedom of Information Act showed, the agency 
dug up as much dirt as it could on the young pro- 
fessor and fed it to “a cogperative news media source.” 

Burton Wolfe reported in the Bay Guardian in 
1976 that the “cooperative news media source” was Ed 
Montgomery, a Pulitzer Prize-winning investigative 
reporter for the San Francisco Examiner. The feds 
handed Montgomery 70 pages of material, much of 
which ended up in a series of Examiner articles that 
portrayed Franklin as part of a Communist plot to 
undermine the U.S. government. 

It worked too: in the wake of Montgomery’s sto- 
ries, Stanford fired Franklin, who was then blacklist- 
ed for years and couldn't get an academic job. He even 
tried getting a certificate in environmental horticul- 
ture, to make a living, “and the FBI contacted green- 
houses and landscaping firms to make sure I wasn’t 
employable,” he recalled. “It was pretty intense.” 

The Bay Guardian stories exposing Montgomery 
set off a fury of their own: Montgomery, with the 
support of the Hearst Corp., sued the Bay Guardian 
for libel. The expensive, time-consuming case 
dragged on for years. On the eve of the trial, the 
Bay Guardian lawyers produced a key document 
they had obtained through the legal discovery 
process: a copy of a draft of a Montgomery story that 
had been sent to Washington, D.C., for pre- 
publication approval. The initials of J. Edgar Hoover, 
the notorious FBI director, were at the top of the 
story, indicating that it was ready to run. The Ex- 
aminer had published the story exactly as approved. 

At that point, Montgomery dropped his suit. 


The Bay Guardian was only two years old, a small, 
more-or-less-bimonthly publication, when the FBI 
launched its attack on Franklin. But through the late 
1960s and early 1970s, while the federal government 
was engaged in a concerted — and illegal — war on 
dissent, the fledgling alternative newspaper was right 
in the thick of things. 

Flipping through the 1969 and 1970 issues of the 
paper, you see articles on the draft boards (unrepre- 
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sentative of the community), on the Black Panthers 
and the radical antiwar movement, on the California 
war machine (“You name it — and California will kill 
it”), on the student strike at San Francisco State Uni- 
versity and the police repression that followed ... and 
a few years later, the paper began to sort through the 
mess and expose how the local police and federal 
agents were trying to destroy the antiwar movement. 

For example, on Valentine’s Day 1971 — 16 
months before five men would be arrested breaking 
into the Democratic National Committee head- 
quarters in Washington’s Watergate Hotel — the San 
Francisco office of the Downtown Peace Coalition was 
burglarized. Among the items stolen were files that 
later turned up in the hands of the San Francisco Po- 
lice Department. 

On Feb. 22, 1975, the Bay Guardian published an 
interview with David Bruce Bronson, who was then 
serving a five-year-to-life term for burglary in a Cal- 
ifornia state prison. Bronson told reporter Bob Ley- 
ering that he had broken into seven other radical or 
antiwar groups in San Francisco for the purposes of 
espionage or sabotage, had turned over stolen docu- 
ments from those break-ins to the FBI and the SFPD, 
and had been paid by the SFPD for his work. 

And in the middle of it all, even Bruce B. Brug- 
mann, the distinctly law-abiding Bay Guardian edi- 
tor and publisher, was followed by spies. 

In this case, they weren’t government spies: they 
were hired by the San Francisco Chronicle to dig up 
dirt on people who were urging the Federal Com- 
munications Commission not to renew the broadcast 
license of KRON-TV, which at the time was owned by 
Chronicle Publishing. 

In a front-page story titled “The Dicks from Su- 
perChron,” Bruce revealed how private detective 
agency Neilson and Green, which handled investi- 
gations for the Chron’s law firm, Cooper, White and 
Cooper, was tailing former KRON camera operator 


Al Kihn and former Chron ad salesperson Blanche 
Streeter, both of whom were opposing the license re- 
newal. The private dicks were asking friends and 
neighbors about Kihn’s divorce, about his political 
views (did he belong to any group that espoused 
the overthrow of the establishment?), and whether he 
smoked pot. And Chron officials were forced to 
admit in an FCC hearing that they were also fol- 
lowing Bruce around and asking personal questions 
about him. 


FBI agents and local cops spying on and trying to in- 
timidate political activists. Private spies going after the 
political enemies of big corporations. It sounds aw- 
fully familiar. 

In fact, the biggest difference between those days 
and today, as we point out in this 38th-anniversary 
issue, is that the government has more sophisticated 
tools at its disposal (there was no e-mail to intercept 
back then, and only a few pointy-headed scientists 
talked about DNA) — and a lot of what was consid- 
ered blatantly unlawful abuses of power in the ’60s is 
perfectly legal today. 

Its frightening what’s going on in the United States 
in 2004. Frightening in part because it’s not so obvi- 
ous: as Franklin told me, the government isn’t assas- 
sinating people (at least not in the United States) 
the way radical leaders like Black Panther Fred Hamp- 
ton were shot in the 1960s. But there are a lot of 
people locked in prison without access to lawyers. 
There are federal agents, and private operatives who 
may or may not be working with federal agents, in- 
timidating and harassing political activists on a scale 
we haven't seen in 30 years. 

From its founding days, the Bay Guardian has 
been on the side of the protesters, a paper for (and by) 
dissidents, a publication aimed at protecting the First 
Amendment right to question — loudly — the poli-

cies and practices of the government and the private 
interests who are, these days, even more powerful 
than the government. 

In fact, Bruce cut his journalistic teeth in the Mc- 
Carthy era, when he was a liberal editor of the student 
newspaper at the conservative University of Nebras- 
ka in the mid-1950s and fought to prevent a liberal 
agricultural economics professor, C. Clyde Mitchell, 
from losing his job because the conservative powers 
that be in the state thought the guy was too radical. 
(In the end, the faculty senate sided with Mitchell and 
the paper, upholding the principle of academic free- 
dom in difficult times.) 

That's why, on our 38th anniversary, we're devot- 
ing a special issue to “The New Police State.” 


In their seminal 1971 book on corporate power, 
America Inc., Morton Mintz and Jerry S. Cohen 
pointed out how difficult it can be to keep track of the 
people who are keeping track of you. “Power does not 
countervail,” they wrote. “It attracts. Among the pow- 
erful, mutual assistance pacts are less painful than pro- 
longed strife. 

“Faced with such strength, the individual citi- 
zen should be excused if he feels himself over- 
whelmed by forces which, like X-rays, he knows 
exist but cannot discern.” 

That’s how the new police state is shaping up. 
Your name goes into a database (and if Proposition 
69 passes, your DNA may go into the same data- 
base). It’s mixed with other data — what magazines 
you subscribe to, what movies you rent on pay-per- 
view, what organizations you belong to, who your par- 
ents are and where they were born. Maybe private 
data — what you buy with your supermarket dis- 
count card, when you withdraw cash on your credit 
cards, how much is in your bank account, even what 
types of doctors you're seeing and for what conditions 
— gets combined with government data. And pret- 
ty soon someone in a back room somewhere knows 
a whole lot about you. 

And then maybe you try to board an airplane 
some day and you're told that you can’t fly anymore 
— and nobody will tell you why or what you can do 
about it. 

And that’s under the best-case scenario. If you 
happen to be involved in an activity the government 
considers suspicious — even if it’s totally legal — you 
could wind up incarcerated, without knowing why, 
for a long period of time. 

This isn’t wild and crazy paranoia. It’s happening 
right now. And if the Bush administration has its 
way, it’s going to get a whole lot worse. 

“What's terrifying,” Franklin told me, “is that 
today they have in place the full legal infrastructifre 
for a police state.” 

The first thing that has to end is the rule of the 
Bush gang, and that means everyone who cares about 
the future of this country needs to do everything 
possible to elect John Kerry in November. But the De- 
mocrats aren't so perfect on civil liberties issues either, 
and if Kerry wins, we'll have to keep a close eye on 


And we'll have to keep working, at the local, grass- 
roots level, to build a movement against the police 
state, from the bottom up. %

arly this month the federal govern- 

ment launched the latest crude of- 

fensive in its so-called war on terror. 

Titled the October Plan, the pro- 

gram called for “aggressive — even 
obvious — surveillance” of a wide range 
of individuals (regardless of whether or 
not they're suspected of any criminal 
wrongdoing) until the Nov. 2 presidential 
election, according to an internal docu- 
ment leaked to the press. 

The plan — a collaboration between 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Im- 
migration and Customs Enforcement, 
and other agencies — involves renewed 
scrutiny of mosques and interrogations of 
people whose national origin, religious 
faith, or political leanings might, in the 
eyes of the feds, indicate even the most far- 
flung relationship to “terrorism.” 

Immigrants and others interviewed by 
the FBI have been “questioned about im- 
migration status — theirs and others’ — 
and about their political and religious 
views,’ the National Lawyers Guild’s Stacey 
Tolchin said at an emergency press con- 
ference called by the San Francisco branch 
of the American Arab Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Committee, the Bay Area Associa- 
tion of Muslim Lawyers, the NLG, and 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California. 

Por staffers at these organizations, re- 
sponding to these kinds of crackdowns 
has become alarmingly routine. This is 
the fifth round of FBI “informal inter- 
views” targeting immigrants based on 
their national origin, religion, and, in- 
creasingly, their political views. 

No one knows just how many have 
been deported as a result of the inter- 
views or of the various dragnets con- 
ducted over the past three years. Local 
NIG attorney Nancy Hormachae report- 
ed that at least 13,000 people were forced 
into deportation hearings as the result of 
the notorious Special Registration pro- 
gram alone. And the fact that none of 
these campaigns has proffered a single al- 
Qaeda operative hasn't deterred the Bush 
administration a bit. 

So far, immigrant Muslims and those 
from the Middle East and Central Asia 
have suffered the brunt of the Bush ad- 
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The feds are spying on — and harassing — political activists 
with a fury not seen since the 1960s. By Camille T. Taiara 


ministration’s attacks on civil liberties. 
But as NLG immigration attorney Mark 
Van Der Hout told me, “Going after im- 
migrants is just the first step towards going 
after U.S. citizens.” 

Indeed, a look at the past three years 
shows that Attorney General John 
Ashcroft’s offensive has widened to in- 
clude a range of citizens whose only real 
crime is their opposition to the Bush ad- 
ministration’s policies. 


The FBI comes calling 

President George W. Bush, Aschroft, and 
company have made it easier to spy on 
everyday citizens without probable cause 
of criminal activity, even allowing for the 
indefinite detention of Americans dubbed 
“enemy combatants,’ without charges or 
access to a lawyer. They've eviscerated 
laws meant to keep a wall between the 


CIA and the FBI and erected an extensive 
domestic-spying infrastructure, enlisting 
private citizens and relying on private in- 
dustry to a degree never seen before. 
Today federal agencies are maintaining a 
grand total of 10 domestic watch lists. 
The Bush administration has shifted 
federal funding away from traditional law 
enforcement and toward domestic spying, 
explained John Crew, an attorney with 
the ACLU of Northern California spe- 
cializing in police practices and surveil- 
lance issues. “A lot of this activity is, in fact, 
being carried out by local police working 
with the Joint Terrorism Task Force,” he 
told me, explaining that those agents are 
considered “federalized.” They report to 
the FBI. Local city officials — even local 
police chiefs — are often not aware of 
what these “special officers” are doing. 
As the Bush administration loosened 


professional standards for law enforce- 
ment, it simultaneously increased finan- 
cial incentives for conducting surveillance, 
Crew continued. “To qualify for grants, 
[local law enforcement] must have or- 
ganizations in their locale that are threats,” 
he said. “They have to justify their own 
budget by amplifying the threat factor.” 

Here in San Francisco, the FBI was to 
assign 27 special agents — two with su- 
pervisory powers — to the San Francisco 
Police Department, according to a No- 
vember 2002 agreement between the two 
agencies. The SFPD was to assign one in- 
vestigator from its Intelligence Unit to 
coordinate supervision of the special 
agents alongside the FBI’s two superviso- 
ry special agents. 

“We don’t usually don’t know what 
they're really up to until many years later, 
if ever,’ Crew said.

Details of just how law enforcement is 
making use of its expanded powers re- 
main clouded in secrecy. But one thing is 
clear: it doesn’t take much to earn a sur- 
prise visit from federal agents these days. 

Just ask San Francisco resident Denver 
Duffer. Duffer was questioned by a state 
trooper and a cop in Blair, Neb., during a 
three-week road trip last month. He had 
stopped to admire “a beautiful old railroad 
bridge over the Missouri River,” wrote 
former roommate and Daily Journal staff 
writer Peter Blumberg in the Daily Jour- 
nal, and had taken a few photos on his 
point-and-shoot. The officers had received 
several calls from concerned citizens re- 
porting that a bearded Arab had been 
photographing the bridge’s foundations. 

After grilling Duffer and rifling through 
his car and luggage, the officers let him go. 
But three weeks later, two FBI special 
agents appeared at Duffer’s home. 

The G-men let him off the hook after 
questioning him and Blumberg for 20 
minutes and looking at the panoramic 
photos Duffer had shot during his trip. 
But the visit raised a disturbing ques- 
tion: how did a false tip, checked out 
and then dismissed by local cops in Ne- 
braska, wind up on the desk of FBI agents 
in San Francisco? 

Just a week before Duffer’s Nebraska 
run-in, 19-year-old Derek Kjar of Salt 
Lake City had also found himself being 
grilled by two agents — at least one from 
the Secret Service — after a neighbor 
called the feds to report a bumper stick- 
er on Kjar’s car that read, “King George 
— Off with his head.” 

“They said it was ‘borderline terror- 
ism, ” Kjar told Matthew Rothschild, a 
reporter for the Progressive’s online Mc- 
Carthyism Watch. 

Media reports have documented 
dozens of such incidents over the past 
three years. 

Viewed piecemeal, these episodes are 
troubling enough. But when consid- 
ered alongside other disturbing pat- 
terns, they point to a much more in- 
sidious, Machiavellian offensive against 
everyday activists who dare to organize 
in opposition to the Bush administra- 
tion’s draconian policies.

In fact, most gov- 
ernments already use torture, Dershowitz argued, so 
there ought to.be a legal framework for it, complete 
with “torture warrants” authorized by the president and 
reviewed by the courts. Some questions for Der- 
showitz; How would U.S. torture differ from Iraqi tor- 
ture under Saddam Hussein? Where've you been with 
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These patterns provide evidence that, despite official 
claims to the contrary, law enforcement may be directing 
much of its domestic antiterrorism efforts into COIN- 
TELPRO-style programs — keeping tabs on activists and 
otherwise assaulting legitimate dissent. 

“If you're going to start focusing on people not be- 
cause they’re engaged in violent activity — if the focus of 
your approach is going to be because of the political views 
that they hold — then inevitably that’s going to lead to the 
kind of political disruption that was used in COINTEL- 
PRO,” Center for Constitutional Rights legal director Jeff 
Fogel told me. “To me, that’s the logical result.” 


The criminal Quakers 
A rash of scandals involving sinister, new intelligence out- 
fits corroborate Fogel’s suspicions. 

In March 2002, the Denver ACLU filed a class action suit 
against the local police department that eventually un- 
covered proof that Denver cops had been monitoring 
and keeping files on more than 3,200 individuals and 208 
organizations — the vast majority of whom posed no 
threat — despite a city policy prohibiting intelligence 
gathering not directly associated with criminal activities. 
Among what became know in the local press as the “Den- 
ver spy files” were documents labeling the American 
Friends Service Committee, an 85-year-old pacifist Quak- 
er group, as one of numerous “criminal extremists.” 

“We got, through discovery, documents indicating that 
the [FBI's] Joint Terrorism Task Force was also collecting in- 
formation about people's peaceful activities — activities that 
solely involve political views, not criminal activity,’ Mark Sil- 
verman, legal director for the Denver ACLU, told me. 

One year after the “Denver spy files” scandal and clos- 
er to home, internal documents originally released in re- 
sponse to a public records request by the Oakland Tribune 
revealed that the California Anti-Terrorism Information 
Center — launched just two weeks after the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks — had been monitoring protest activities 
throughout the state and had “issued 30 special advisories 
that mention political groups in the Bay Area alone,’ re- 
porters Ian Hoffman and Sean Holstege wrote in a July 15, 
2003, article. Included among the groups: the Interna- 
tional Action Center, Direct Action to Stop the War, Not 
in Our Name, Critical Mass, Black Bloc, the Ruckus Soci- 
ety, the Bay Area Independent Media Center, and various 
environmental, animal rights, peace, and nuclear disar- 
mament organizations. 

The exposé prompted state attorney general Bill Lock- 
yer to issue a series of guidelines banning California law- 
enforcement agencies from monitoring political and reli- 
gious groups without reasonable suspicion of a crime. 

New guidelines didn’t come soon enough for members 
of Peace Fresno. On Sept. 1, 2003, members of the antiwar 


for Aaron Stokes, a man they'd thought was part of their 
organization — but whom the paper identified as a local 
sheriff's department officer. As it turned out, Stokes (who'd 
died in a motorcycle accident) had belonged to the Fres- 
no County Sheriff Department’s Anti-Terrorism Unit. 
He'd infiltrated Peace Fresno and conducted undercover 
surveillance of the group and its members for six months. 

“What they do with that information ... who knows,” 
Denver ACLU’s Silverstein cautioned. 

Meanwhile, the FBI continues to issue secret Intelligence 
Bulletins similar to CATIC’s on a weekly basis. The FBI re- 
quires law-enforcement agencies nationwide to keep an eye 
on “possible indicators of protest activity and report any 
potentially illegal acts to the nearest FBI Joint Terrorism 
Task Force,” according to a leaked FBI Intelligence Bulletin 
issued Oct. 15, 2003. 


Preemptive strikes 

Paul Bame, a 45-year-old software engineer in Fort Collins, 
Colo., returned from his lunch break on July 23 to find a 
security guard waiting at his desk. The guard escorted 
him to the building lobby, where FBI agent Ted Faul was 
waiting for him. 

As it turns out, Faul had looked for Bame at home the 
evening before and spoken to one of his neighbors, then 
left Bame a phone message. Bame had called back the 
agent in the morning and left a message on his voice mail. 

Faul appeared at Bame’s work, unannounced, anyway. 

The agent wanted to know if Bame — a pacifist who'd 
been arrested on minor infractions at the 2002 anti— 
World Bank and International Monetary Fund protest in 
Washington, D.C., and at the anti—Free Trade Area of the 
Americas demonstrations in Miami last November — 
had knowledge of any plans to disrupt the Republican Na- 
tional Convention taking place a month later. 

Faul warned the activist that it’s a crime to have such 
knowledge and not disclose it. He came equipped with a 
thin folder bearing Bame’s name. 

“T was shaking with terror,” Bame told me in a phone in- 
terview. “To visit my home, call, and visit me at work, all 
within an eight-hour work day, shows a sense of urgency, 
like he was tracking down a criminal.” 

Faul decided not to push for an interview after Bame 
told him he wouldn’t speak without a lawyer present. But 
“his role was done when he came to the door,’ Bame said. 
“My feeling is that they wanted to make it known that they 
were watching. 

Bame was just one of numerous activists approached by 
special agents in different parts of the country prior to the 
RNC. But the campaign didn’t end with these interviews. 

Just a couple of weeks earlier, on Aug. 15, the New York 
Times broke the story — leaked by someone inside the FBI 
— that six-person teams of federal agents had been as- 


Unfriendly skies 


Government no-fly lists are sweeping up more than just potential terrorists 


eginning next month, the Transportation Secu- 

rity Administration will be testing a new airline 

Passenger—profiling system, based on records 
tumed over by airlines on all passengers who took 
flights during the month of June. 

Department of Homeland Security secretary Tom 
Ridge announced the new tracking system, dubbed 
Secure Flight, Aug. 26. But the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union — which has two lawsuits pending 
against the government over Computer Assisted 
Passenger Prescreening System | (CAPPS |), its 
current profiling program — wams that the new 
system doesn’t do nearly enough to address en- 
demic problems that hound hundreds of passengers 
to this day. 

“We're representing a variety of clients who've 
found themselves trapped up in this system,” Jay 
Stanley, a spokesperson with the Washington, D.C., 
branch of the ACLU, told the Bay Guardian. 

CAPPS | came under fire early on, for a number 
of reasons. It was never Clear just how a person got 
placed on its watch list — which is divided into “se- 
lectee” and “no-fly” sections — or how someone 
could get off of it. Indeed, the program has been 
characterized by a growing list of false positives — 
Meaning more and more innocent people are being 
treated as terrorist suspects and are being subjected 
to humiliating and time-consuming checks, even 
hindered from flying, every time they try to board a 
plane. 

News reports showing that JetBlue, North- 
west Airlines, and others have shared millions of 
passenger records with the TSA on numerous 
occasions over the past three years set off more 
alarms for civil libertarians, who note how the 
Bush administration has been skirting privacy 
laws by requiring private enterprises to turn over 
data. The practice makes unprecedented amounts 
of personal details available to the authorities. And 
with the TSA list being incorporated into the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation’s all-encompassing 
Terrorist Screening Center list, the implications for 
those erroneously placed on the list becomes 
ever more daunting. 

“Inevitably, the list will expand,” wams Jay Stan- 
ley, spokesperson for the ACLU in Washington, 
D.C., who argues that watch lists have always 
grown beyond their intended purpose — both in 
terms of the amounts of data they collect and the 
purposes for which they're used. 

DHS has already proposed extending the airport 


Approximately 300 pages’ worth of documents 
finally released by the TSA, which manages the list, 
and the FBI, which contributes to it, confirmed civil 
libertarians’ criticisms. The papers were obtained by 
the ACLU of Northern Califomia as part of a dis- 
covery associated with an April 2003 suit brought 
on behalf of War Times cofounders Rebecca Gordon 
and Jan Adams, two San Franciscans in their 50s. 

The women found they'd been placed on the list 
when they attempted to travel from San Francisco 
to Boston in August 2002 — raising concems that 
the TSA was including people on the list in re- 
sponse to constitutionally protected free speech 
activities. Repeated attempts to find out how they'd 
gotten on the list had failed. 

The docs “show the degree to which these lists 
were put together overnight, with no controls or clear 
guidelines,” ACLU’s Thomas Burke (who also serves 
as the Bay Guardian's attomey) told us. 

There were only 16 names on the terrorist-sus- 
pect list used at airports prior to the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks. By the following day, the list had 
grown to include more than 400. By December 
2002 it had swelled to 1,000, according to the dis- 
covery documents. 

Other troubling patterns divulged in the docu- 
ments include subjective and unclear guidelines for 
managing the list and confusion caused by multi- 
ple versions circulating among the TSA, the FBI, and 
the airlines. 

Under Secure Flight, the government plans 
to “collect passenger information from airlines 
and run it through commercial data services, 
[then] check the results against the centralized 
Terrorist Screening Center watch list,” Stanley ex- 
plained. Although DHS has agreed not to include 
Criminal offenses in the new system, “the core 
problems remain.” 

In essence, civil libertarians argue, the watch list 
used to screen travelers should be created as a re- 
Sult of genuine criminal investigations — not broad 
dragnets that undermine citizens’ rights to privacy, 
increase the likelihood of false positives, and, in the 
end, overwhelm authorities with useless, often 
faulty information, making our airports less safe, not 
more, from terrorist attacks in the long run. 

Stanley said, “We haven’t seen anything in 
Secure Flight that'll fix the problems we’ve 
been seeing.”

process, Among other changes, it also greatly limit- 
ed appeals in death penalty cases.

signed to trail 56 activists from around the 
country, beginning immediately and.con- 
tinuing until the end of the anti-RNC 
protest activities, 

This reporter experienced the joys of 
being followed by what appeared to be 
undercover cops while in New York for the 
anti-RNC activities too. (They denied 
being officers.) ['d met up with a small 
group of activists who'd called saying they 
were being followed for the third time. 
The undercovers stalked the group every- 
where we went, for hours. They’d mention 
details of where some of the activists were 
from and where they'd been. They ha- 
rangued us — creating suspicion about us 
to people on the street and trying to in- 
stigate a confrontation (see “The Intim- 
idators,” 9/8/04). 

In fact, the campaign against activists 
that preceded the RNC was just one of the 
recent preemptive strikes in the weeks 
and months leading up to major demon- 
strations in the United States. 

Three university students from 
Kirksville, Mo., were among the targets 
prior to the Democratic National Con- 
vention in Boston. They reported being 
trailed 24 hours a day and interrogated by 
the FBI in late July and “were then sub- 
poenaed to appear before a grand jury 
on the very day they were planning to be 
in Boston for [the protest],” Matthew 
Rothschild reported for The Progressive’s 
McCarthyism Watch Web site. Agents also 
questioned their parents. 

Of course, the government practice of 
keeping tabs on dissenters is nothing new. 
In June 2000, Bay Area anti-globalization 
activist David Solnit was stopped by Cana- 
dian officers after arriving in Windsor. 
They had a printout about him provided 
by the FBI, Solnit told Bay Guardian re- 
porter A.C. Thompson at the time. Solnit 
wound up spending four days in the brink 
before being released without charges and 
warned to leave the country (see “Big 
Brother Was Watching,” 10/18/01). 

Other outspoken advocates of nonvio- 
lent civil disobedience have had similar ex- 
periences while trying to travel to Canada 
or returning to the United States from 
abroad. Their experiences indicate that 
the feds have been sharing intelligence 
on U.S. activists with other countries for 
some time now. 

Starhawk, a 40-year-old veteran of 
progressive movements, and a friend 
were stopped by immigration agents 
when they flew into Ottawa, Canada, 
in 2001. She was allowed to enter the 
country after officials questioned her 
and checked her bags, but her friend 
was detained. Records turned up as 
part of a lawsuit later filed by her 
friend showed that the Canadian of- 
ficials had stopped Starhawk based 
on information about her arrest dur- 
ing the 1999 World Trade Organiza- 
tion demonstrations in Seattle, she 

said. (She’d been arrested for ob- 
structing a pedestrian and spent five 
days in jail before the charges were 
dropped. “I was never convicted of 
anything,” she told me.) 


‘Starhawk reported being stopped 
every time she flies into-Canada now.. 

Five customs agents greeted her in Los 
Angeles as she exited a plane returning 
from the WTO protests held in Cancun 
little more tharva year ago. 

“There’s definitely been a dramatic es- 
calation in these kinds of activities since 
[the anti-WTO protests in] Seattle, and 
particularly since Sept. 11,” Solnit told 
me. “They're criminalizing the concept 
of protest.” 

[ve spoken with and received e-mails 
from numerous activists — in northern 
California, the Los Angeles region, 
Boston, New York, and New Jersey — 
over the past month detailing similar ex- 
periences. They describe being ap- 
proached by federal agents asking them 
to reveal protest plans and names of 
other activists, and being trailed. 

“The only things we know about the 
October Plan is what's been leaked,” Crew 
of the ACLU of Northern California said, 
adding that there are no guarantees that 
U.S.-born activists aren't being targeted as 
part of that surveillance scheme too. 


Media mouthpieces 

During the week of the RNC protests in 
August, the New York-based Daily News 
published an article titled “Anarchists Hot 
for Mayhem,” cautioning New Yorkers 
about 50 activists in town to create havoc. 
The New York Post published an equally 
scandalous report on some of the very 
same protesters. “Finest Prep for Anar- 
chy, screamed the headline. 

Solnit, Starhawk, and other promi- 
nent (and avowedly nonviolent) politi- 
cal organizers were on the list, their pho- 
tos displayed prominently in the Daily 
News pages. 

Solnit and Starhawk said nobody from 
the News or the Post ever called them for 
comment. 

That kind of sensational behavior might 
be typical (if inexcusable) for the scan- 
dal-loving New York tabs — but it didn’t 
end there. ABC’s eminently respectable 
Nightline followed suit, in a segment titled 
“Vote 2004: Protecting the Republican Na- 
tional Convention” featuring officers of 
the NYPD and the Secret Service. 

On Aug. 31, the same evening Presi- 
dent Bush officially accepted the Republi- 
can Party’s nomination at Madison Square 
Garden, viewers across the nation watched 
Ted Koppel warn Americans about more 
than two dozen activists whom he referred 
to as “particularly troublesome, even dan- 
gerous anarchists who infiltrate other 
groups and then try to provoke violence.” 

The segment included mug shots of 
the suspects, fed to the media by local au- 
thorities. Solnit’s photo from when he’d 
been arrested at the FTAA protests in 
Miami was among them. 

“That’s as serious as it gets,” CCR’s 
Fogel said. “The same way they use the 
word ‘9/11’ in connection with Iraq, with- 
out ever saying ‘Iraq caused 9/11, in the 
hopes that people will believe that there’s 
a connection between 9/11 and Iraq — it’s 
the same as the association of the word 
‘terrorism and protest activity. The equa- 
tion of the word ‘anarchism’ with vio- 
lence is an extraordinary equation. I don’t 


know where that comes from except their 
desire to paint particular people with a 
particular viewpoint as being violent. Be- 
cause there is no connection between 
those two things.” — 

(Interestingly, Solnit doesn’t even de- 
scribe himself as an anarchist.) 

The consequences are two-fold, he said: 
to “discourage people from attending such 
demonstrations” and to “negate the impact 
the protest may have” by casting it in a 
negative light and characterizing organiz- 
ers as thugs feeding into the terror threat. 

The spoon-feeding of damaging ma- 
terial to the press is eerily reminiscent of 
what happened to Stanford University 
professor H. Bruce Franklin in the late 
1960s (see “They're Watching,” page 19). 

Meanwhile, the feds continue to launch 
assaults against antiwar, grassroots media 
activists who try to get the other side of 
the story out. At the behest of the Secret 
Service — the agency charged with coor- 
dinating the law-enforcement response 
for special security events — the Justice 
Department subpoenaed New York City’s 
Indymedia Center’s Internet service 
provider in August for records associated 
with a posting that included the names of 
RNC delegates. 

Authorities subpoenaed San Antonio— 
based Rackspace, another IMC Web-host- 
ing provider, demanding access to anoth- 
er of the group’s servers two weeks ago. 
Rackspace handed over the data and shut 
down a second server used to stream var- 
ious electronic radio programs, without a 
word to the IMC. 

Both servers were situated in London, 
where Rackspace operates an affiliate 
company. The move affected approxi- 
mately two dozen IMC sites throughout 
the world. 


Feeling safer? 

Civil liberties watchdog groups obvious- 
ly worry about the chilling effect these 
kinds of surveillance and crackdowns 
have on our faltering First and Fourth 
Amendments. But they also insist that 
Ashcroft and company’s approach isn’t 
making us any safer. 

When law enforcement fails to distin- 
guish between violent criminal activity 
and legitimate dissent — and when it fa- 
vors collecting as much information on as 
many people as possible rather than use- 
ful intelligence resulting from bona fide 
criminal investigations — it’s “choosing 
quantity over quality,” Crew said. “You de- 
velop good leads by generating trust, not 
by disrespecting people’s rights... [And] if 
you're looking for a needle in a haystack, 
adding more hay doesn’t help any.” 

The bills that have recently passed 
through the House and Senate in response 
to the 9-11 Commission's findings, reor- 
ganizing intelligence gathering and ex- 
panding Big Brother’s reach even further 
into our everyday lives, just promise more 
of the same. 

“It's during times of fear when civil 
liberties are most at risk,” Crew said.

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decade from now, protesters who 
mass outside a global trade meet- 
ing may find themselves zapped by 
high-voltage land mines, pacified 
by wafting clouds of tranquiliz- 
ing drugs, blasted by incapacitating mi- 
crowaves, or burned by lasers. 

All of these weapons — “less-lethal” or 
“nonlethal” armaments designed to in- 
capacitate without killing — are under 
development by the U.S. military. With 
the increasing crossover between sol- 
diering and policing — witness the situ- 
ations in Afghanistan and Iraq, where 
troops spend a good chunk of their time 
acting like beat cops — you should expect 
the sci-fi-inspired techno-toys the Pen- 
tagon is dreaming up today to become 
standard-issue equipment for U.S. law 
enforcers tomorrow. In fact, many of the 
companies engineering the weapons for 
the Defense Department also supply 
weaponry to police departments. 

Already, dissidents are learning that 
today’s less-lethal weapons can seriously 
maim or even kill, not to mention quell 
a demonstration in a matter of seconds. 
So, with the use of less-lethal force on the 
rise and scary new weapons in the 
pipeline, the Bay Guardian figured this 
was a prime time to take a quick look at 
the gadgetry used for herding hamans — 
both now, and, possibly, in the future. 


When wiil the miracles cease? 
Ow! What the fuck was that? Why did they 
do that to us? He fucking shot me in the ass! 
Protester at the Miami free trade 
meetings after getting tagged by a less-

Cops have a huge array of less-lethal 
weaponry at their disposal: shotgun-fired 
beanbag rounds (cloth pouches filled with 
metal or hard rubber pellets) and wood- 
enand rubber bullets (typically eight inch- 
es long), concussion grenades (incendiary 
devices that use sound and light to dis- 
orient), and electrified riot shields. And 
then there’s the handy old Taser, which de- 
livers a 50,000-volt electrical jolt, a shock 
designed to overwhelm the central nerv- 
ous system. It usually forces the people 
on the receiving end of the juice to collapse 
and, in some cases, shit themselves. 

Sure this stuff sounds scary, but aren’t 
these new-breed armaments supposed 
to reduce bloodshed by giving law en- 
forcers and soldiers an alternative to old- 
fashioned firearms? That’s the view of 
most others in the less-lethal business, in- 
cluding the makers of the Taser. 

“Taser saves lives every day,” Taser In- 
ternational’s communications director 
Steve Tuttle writes via e-mail. “Medical 
and police studies have shown that Taser 
technology is among the safest choices 
available to halt violent situations that 
pose a safety risk to an officer, suspect or 
innocent citizens.” 

It’s a compelling argument — obvi- 
ously zapping people would seem prefer- 
able to filling them with lead. Still, the use 
of less-lethals so far suggests the story is 
a little more complicated than that. For 
one thing, nobody is certain just how 
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Doping up 
the rabble

dangerous these weapons are. A reporter 
from the Arizona Republic has tied Tasers 
to more than 70 deaths, product liabili- 
ty lawsuits are flying, and just last week a 
coroner in Las Vegas ruled the death of a 
man shocked by police wielding Tasers a 
“homicide.” 

Besides, while cops are certainly 
known to shoot and kill people under 
dubious circumstances, they tend to be a 
bit more careful when using real live bul- 
lets. The evidence to date suggests law 
enforcement types aren't so constrained 
in using the less-lethal alternatives. 

For an educational — and stomach- 
turning — look at how police depart- 
ments are employing the less-lethal tech- 
nology already on the market, check out 
The Miami Model, a feature-length DVD 
documenting the carnage-laden demon- 
strations at the Free Trade Area of the 
Americas confab last year. 

You'll see a stunned young woman 
who's been blasted in the temple by some 
sort of projectile. She’s kneeling, obvi- 
ously in shock. Blood streams down her 
face, dripping like maroon paint splashed 
ona wall, speckling her gray T-shirt. It’s 
unclear what became of her or how seri- 
ous her wounds were. 

You'll hear the clip-da-clip-clip of gun- 
fire as less-lethal bullets plow into people 
and see protesters howl after being 
zapped by cattle prod—like electrified riot 
shields and Tasers. 

You'll see Carl Kesser, a middle-age 
filmmaker who took a beanbag round 
to the cranium while surveying the po- 
lice-protester havoc from the sidewalk. 
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He looks seriously disoriented, his torso 
angled forward as he walks unsteadily. 
Blood is everywhere, fingering across his 
cheeks, dripping off his nose and chin in 
thick red tendrils. A welt the size of a 
Ping-Pong ball protrudes from the right 
side of Kesser’s face. It’s the beanbag, 
which struck him with such velocity that 
it actually burrowed into his face, be- 
coming lodged beneath his skin. It took 
a three-hour operation to remove, and 
Kesser later filed suit saying the attack 
left his face partially paralyzed. 

“Tt was obvious in Miami that the cops 
got all this loot and bought all these new 
toys and wanted to try them out,’ said Ali 
Tonak, a San Francisco videographer 
who belongs to the San Francisco Bay 
Area Independent Media Center, the 
loose-knit outfit behind The Miami 
Model. “The mind-set of cops changes 
when they feel like they're using toys in- 
stead of real guns.” 

Kesser and the other folks who took 
shots to the dome are lucky to be alive. 
After Oakland Police Department officers 
unleashed a massive fusillade of projec- 
tiles at anti-warriors in April 2003, we 
uncovered some fairly shocking info 
about the stuff Oakland is using — pri- 
marily wooden and rubber bullets and 
beanbag rounds manufactured by a 
Wyoming-based company called Defense 
Technology/Federal Laboratories. 

We got a copy of the firm’s 1999 train- 
ing manual, which states, “Areas such as 
the head, neck, spine and groin” shouldn't 
be targeted “unless it is the intent to de- 
liver deadly force.” Of course, in Oak- 


land, as in Miami, cops managed to hit 
protesters in all of those spots; miracu- 
lously they didn’t kill anybody. 

The manual also cites a startling San 
Diego Police Department study that con- 
cluded that less-lethal munitions killed 
people in 2 percent of the instances in 
which they were deployed and broke 
bones 5 percent of the time. 


‘Neutralize individuals’ 
One piece of futuristic weaponry has al- 
ready hit U.S. streets. A 150-decibel Long 
Range Acoustic Device, or “sonic dis- 
ruptor,’ designed to disperse crowds via 
directed beams of screeching feedback, 
was on hand during this summer’s Re- 
publican National Convention protests in 
New York City. The 45-pound device, 
which didn’t get a full-volume workout in 
New York, was used by the Marines in 
Iraq and on ships in the Persian Gulf. 
Clearly, the war has indeed come home 
— and more armaments designed for 
military peacekeeping missions are like- 
ly to end up here. In the future, pharma 
weapons could become a key tool for 
crowd control. Defense Department pro- 
peller-heads have been batting around 
plans to use tranquilizing drugs to mellow 
out mobs since at least 2000, when they 
commissioned scientists at Pennsylvania 
State University to study the concept. 
The ideal “calmative” drug, the Penn 
State researchers wrote in a 49-page re- 
port, would produce a spectrum of reac- 
tions “ranging from a less agitated, grog- 
gy, sleepy-like state to a stunned state of 
consciousness” and could be delivered 


via “drinking water,’ “topical application 
to the skin,” an “aerosol spray,’ or through 
a “drug-filled rubber bullet.” Among the 
drugs the researchers looked at were Val- 
ium, Zoloft, Prozac, and Ketamine. 

More recently, in early 2004, the De- 
fense Department generated a study titled 
“Future Strategic Strike Forces,” which 
includes a note that “calmatives might 
be considered” to “neutralize individuals.” 

(It’s not just the Dr. Strangelove crew 
who're intrigued by the prospects of dop- 
ing up the rabble: the U.S. Department of 
Justice has also done research on the sub- 
ject. Of course — just so you know — 
drug weapons are banned by the inter- 
national treaties on chemical and bio- 
logical warfare.) 

Other less-lethal systems mentioned in 
“Future Strategic Strike Forces” include 
“directed energy” weapons. “Lasers or 
high-power microwaves (HPM) provide 
an effective less-than-lethal capability,” 
the report states. “The HPM approach 
termed ‘active denial’ may be used to 
produce an autonomic burning response 
in the targeted individual. Laser devices 
may be used at lower powers to dazzle 
eyesight or burn the skin or objects.” 

We can thank the Sunshine Project, a 
weapons-monitoring group with offices in 
Austin, Texas, and Hamburg, Germany, 
for using Freedom of Information laws to 
unearth the plans for these new tech- 
nologies. In an interview, Edward Ham- 
mond, the group’s U.S. director, described 
the microwave weapon: “It’s like a Humvee 
with a DISH network antenna that’s aim- 
able. But the dish isn’t pulling down ESPN 
— it’s broadcasting microwaves and heat- 
ing up your skin to 150 degrees.” 

Among scientists developing mi- 
crowave weapons, Hammond said, “the 
presumption is that you'll immediately 
get out of the way. What if you don’t get 
out of the way?” 

Hammond and colleagues have also 
unearthed a paper trail showing the U.S. 
Army has embarked, in its own words, on 
“an engineering program to design an 
81mm mortar cartridge, with the goal 
of being capable of delivering nonlethal 
payloads.” 

And we can't forget the land mines 
Taser International has dreamed up. 
While the firm won't say much about 
the project, documents filed with feder- 
al regulators earlier this year indicate that 
Taser is teaming with military contractor 
General Dynamics to create “area denial 
systems or ‘land mines’ using TASER 
core technologies.” Taser has also received 
$479,000 in funding from the U.S. Office 
of Naval Research for undisclosed re- 
search and development, and has ad- 
mitted to working on “long range” elec- 
trical weapons. 

“There are tight research connections 
between the U.S. Department of Justice” 
and the “nonlethal” weapons wing of the 
Pentagon, Hammond said, adding, “Con- 
ceivably, these weapons could be used 
here first.”

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ome of the most disturbing new 


technology. — the stuff that can 

make personal privacy seem like a 

quaint concept of a bygone era — 

enters the scene as friendly or in- 
nocuous devices that nobody could pos- 
sibly protest. 

Radio frequency identification tags 
— tiny computer chips that can be used 
to track the movements of a person or an 
object — were first introduced as a help- 
ful way for businesses to locate invento- 
ry or equipment. What could possibly be 
less menacing? It’s so innocent.that even 
the San Francisco public library wants to 
use it to track books. 

Meanwhile, camera networks in pub- 
lic spaces, recording every movement 
people make, are installed by city goy- 


ernments and schools for “safety” or “to., 


protect our children.” 

The problem here is what privacy ad- 
vocates call “usage creep.” We may start 
out deploying a piece of technology for 
perfectly innocent reasons, but it can 
easily be co-opted for uses that are ques- 
tionable and possibly unlawful. And 
given the history of law enforcement 
technology —and the state of American 
politics today — it’s almost impossible to 
believe that the innocent chips and cam- 
eras will never be used against us. 

Surveillance devices present a partic- 
ularly serious problem. A camera net- 
work may be installed in a school to 
catch kids who are cheating on tests — 
but could eventually be used to watch 
teachers for potentially subversive be- 
havior. RFID tags woven into the tags on 
clothes are an excellent way for ware- 
house supervisors to organize shipping 
— but they're also a homing beacon that 
can be used to track the movements of 
people who buy the shirts. 

Many new technologies that are mak- 
ing our lives easier today will also make it 
easier for law enforcement and mercenary 
spies of tomorrow to track our move- 
ments, record our “infractions,” and 
eavesdrop on our conversations, The only 
question is whether we can put regula- 
tions in place fast enough — and make 
them strong enough — to stop these de- 
vices from being misused. 


Show your (electronic) papers 
At the University of Washington, a re- 
search group is pushing RFIDs as do- 
mestic helpers. The researchers have cre- 
ated a system whereby people put RFID 
tags on their wallets, keys, and other ne- 
cessities. Then they program an inter- 
face in their watches to connect with 
RFID readers in their home or work- 
place and let them know if they’re for- 
getting something when they're rushing 
out the door. 

In San Francisco, people using the Fas- 
Trak system on the Bay Bridge have RFID 
tags in their cars that get read every time 
they pass through the tollbooths. Last 
week the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion approved implantable RFID chips 
for identifying patients in hospitals. And 
state and federal governments are seri- 
ously considering chipping the next gen-

surveillance technology all seems so innocent — until it isn’t. 


eration of driver’s licenses and passports 
with RFIDs. 

Even in this short list, you can see 
usage creep in action. The same tech- 
nology that pings your keys every time 
you leave the house can also be used to 
ping you every time you leave the office 
for a smoke. You could conceivably be 
tracked every time you visit a mosque, a 
leftist bookstore, or the Women’s Build- 
ing in the Mission District. 

Because RFIDs can be programmed to 
contain a certain amount of informa- 
tion, IDs containing the chips are par- 
ticularly dangerous. “These chips are like 
smart cards, but they can be read froma 
distance. A receiving device can ‘talk’ to 
the chip remotely, without any need for 
physical contact, and get whatever in- 
formation is on it,” security expert Bruce 
Schneier wrote in a recent International 
Herald Tribune. “The upshot of this is 
that travelers carrying around RFID 
passports are broadcasting their identi- 
ty.’ The problem Schneier is highlighting 
here is that RFIDs, once turned on, can’t 
be turned off. They broadcast their radio 
signal promiscuously, to whoever has 
the equipment to pick it up. So it’s not 
just the customs agent who will read the 
chip in your passport — it’s anyone with- 
in the chip’s 20-foot range. 

An RFID-saturated future will create 
a world where you show your papers 

Constantly, without even being asked. It 
will also abolish the kinds of casual, 
everyday anonymity that nourish 
democracy and freedom of expression. 
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People who would normally gather to 
protest war might stay home, cowed by 
the idea that police could sweep the 
crowd for identity markers from a dis- 
tance. Somebody who wanted to visit 
an AIDS clinic might never do so, wor- 
ried that his or her identity would be 
clocked the instant he or she walked in 
the door. And the scary part is that these 
people would be right. 


Cameras and punishment 

Last month Chicago mayor Richard 
Daley announced he was rolling out a 
plan for a citywide camera surveillance 
network. Everything the cameras saw 
would be processed by software pro- 
grams designed to look for “suspicious” 
events, like loitering or a person leaving 
a bag unattended. 

“Cameras are the equivalent of hun- 
dreds of sets of eyes. They are the next 
best thing to having police officers sta- 
tioned at every potential trouble spot,” 
Daley told USA Today. Similarly perva- 
sive camera plans are being considered in 
Los Angeles for public parks, and in 
other cities around the country. 

Kurt Opsahl, an attorney with civil 
liberties group the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation (where I also work), said 
there are two basic problems with cam- 
era networks in public places. First, there 
is the issue of misinterpretation. “In the 
Chicago case, they have a method of 
profiling that might match your innocent 
activities to a nefarious profile or pat- 
tern,” he said. “There are perfectly legit- 
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imate reasons for loitering,” but with 
this system in place none of those would 
be taken into account. 

Opsahl also argues that pervasive cam- 
era surveillance will completely change 
the nature of enforcement and punish- 
ment in the legal system. He sketches out 
a future scenario in which cameras record 
every time a person runs a red light, jay- 
walks, or engages in a minor infraction 
like spitting on the sidewalk (which is il- 
legal in Virginia). Each breach of the law 
results in an automatic ticket and fine. 

“What you have is a situation where 
the law hasn’t changed, but enforce- 
ment has,’ Opsahl explained. “But these 
crimes and punishments were invented 
in an era before you could have 100 
percent enforcement, and fines were 
calculated with an idea that odds were 
you'd catch people doing these things 
only once in a while.” 

A $400 fine for running a red light 
makes sense if you've calculated that for 
every time you catch a person doing it, 
they've probably done it five other times 
without getting caught. But if you can 
catch a person every time she runs a 
red light, these fines start to seem like 
more than a deterrence mechanism. 
They’re a police-state nightmare where 
every tiny infraction in your everyday life 
becomes a crime for which you are in- 
stantly punished. 


Whom will you wiretap today? 
While camera networks in public places 
help police officers fine jaywalkers and 
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target loiterers, the Internet remains a 
wilderness of subversion and secret com- 
munications. Or so law enforcement 
would like the government to believe. 

Earlier this year, the Defense Depart- 
ment teamed up with the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and the Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency to petition the Federal 
Communications Commission to make 
it easier for them to wiretap communi- 
cations taking place online. Specifically, 
they asked the FCC to reinterpret a 10- 
year-old law known as the Communi- 
cations Assistance to Law Enforcement 
Act (CALEA), which mandates that all 
telephone providers build wiretap- 
friendly backdoors into their systems to 
facilitate what are known as “lawful in- 
tercepts” of phone calls. A few weeks 
ago, the FCC announced tentative plans 
— subject to public comment and re- 
view — to comply with law enforce- 
ment’s request, which would extend 
CALEA to broadband Internet providers 
and services that let people make phone 
calls over the Internet (often called “voice 
over IP,” or VoIP). 

If the FCC and law enforcement get 
their way, broadband providers will have 
to build their networks to be wiretap- 
ready. Although law enforcement agents 
already have the power — with the prop- 
er court order — to intercept suspects’ 
communications online, a reinterpreta- 
tion of CALEA will make it much easier. 
Computer networks, like phone net- 
works, will have built-in eavesdrop 
points. Critics of the plan say this will 
make it easier for unauthorized people to 
listen in on private exchanges as well. 

There’s also another problem: Court 
orders for telephone surveillance — the 
same ones law enforcement uses to snarf 
data off of computer networks — don’t 
reflect the reality of communicating over 
the Internet. On a phone network, it’s 
very easy for someone to tap one phone 
line and hear only the conversations ini- 
tiated and received by a targeted per- 
son. It’s also easy to separate out the 
content of the conversation from the 
numbers dialed, which is why courts 
typically issue separate orders for call- 
routing information (numbers calling 
in and out) and call content (what peo- 
ple are saying). 

None of these nice distinctions exist 
on the Internet. When a law enforce- 
Ment agent serves a court order to a 
broadband provider asking for Annalee 
Newitz’s routing information (that is, 
whom I send e-mail to and receive it 
from), the “bug” that gets placed on the 
network will have to sort through every 
piece of data flowing through the net- 
work. That means anyone else using my 
Internet service provider will have their 
e-mails searched too. And when they do 
finally locate my e-mail, the court has to 
trust the officer gathering data to strip 
the e-mail of its content and look only at 
the “to” and “from” headers for that rout- 
ing information. 

It's no exaggeration to suggest that 
when they come for me at the ISP, they 
come for you too. *

Secretive, unaccountable company sits at the information-sharing nexus 
of the country’s law enforcement agencies. By A.C. Thompson 


he Law Enforcement Intelligence 
Unit’s digital file cabinet could 
be one reason anticorporate 
rebels like Jon Sellers of Berkeley's 
Ruckus Society and freelance rab- 
ble-rouser David Solnit have found 
badge-wearers tailing them from protest 
to protest over the past several years. 
Never heard of LEIU? Few have. 

The secretive organization is head- 
quartered on California Department of 
Justice property and receives its funding 
from an array of police agencies, which 
pour detailed information on crimi- 
nals and suspected criminals into a cen- 
tral computer database. In the not-so- 
distant analog past, LEIU was caught 
keeping hundreds of three-by-five-inch 
index cards on political dissidents — 
anti-Vietnam War activists, labor lead- 
ers, civil rights crusaders, and the like — 
many of whom were guilty of nothing 
more serious than a traffic infraction. 

Just what the organization is doing 
today is largely a mystery to anyone 
outside its very tightly controlled orbit. 
Though the group is bankrolled by tax- 
payer dollars and inextricably inter- 
twined with the public’sector, its status 
as a private, nonprofit corporation 
means it has to disclose almost nothing 


to the masses about its activities. Shield- 
ed from any kind of government over- 
sight, LEIU is, in many ways, the ulti- 
mate spy agency: so sleek and quiet al- 
most nobody knows it even exists. 

“They're still around?” gasps John 
Crew, a police practices analyst with 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California. 

But don’t get the wrong idea. LEIU is 
just one well-concealed component of 
the surveillance and intel matrix that’s 
taken shape since 9/11 (see sidebar), a 
golem that may prevent another horrific 
attack or may be dooming us to a 
dystopian future. 


Start asking questions about LEIU, and 
youll hit walls real quick. LEIU itself 
won't say much — and until recently 
the organization didn’t even have a pub- 
lic Web site. The state Justice Depart- 
ment won't give up much either, even 
though it houses LEIU’s computers and 
two state officials play key roles at LEIU. 

Through a formal legal request to 
the San Francisco Police Department, 
the Bay Guardian was able to obtain a 
slim document titled “LEIU History, 
Purpose, and Operations,” which of- 


fers a very brief background sketch. “In 
the mid 1950’s, local and state law en- 
forcement agencies around the United 
States recognized that there was no sin- 
gle agency responsible for receiving, 
collating, maintaining or disseminat- 
ing information on organized crime 
subjects,” it states. LEIU was born dur- 
ing a 1956 meeting in San Francisco 
attended by 26 police agencies looking 
to fill that void. 

From its origins combating gang- 
sters, it soon morphed into a clearing- 
house for information on all types of 
criminal behavior, not to mention dis- 
sident political activity. By the 1960s 
the organization had become the bane 
of civil libertarians who'd gotten a few 
peeks at the kind of data LEIU was 
hoarding. As Sheila O'Donnell, a li- 
censed private investigator based in 
Marin County and an expert on LEIU, 
puts it, “They were clearly only trying 
to stop the left. They were trying to 
stop people from organizing against 
the war.” 

The files of that era were blatantly 
political: one person's crime was being 
an “admitted active Muslim,” another 
was guilty of being a “capable public

speaker,” and a third was a “longtime 
communist party member.” In one in- 
stance, the SFPD forwarded LEIU info 
on a labor activist they spied walking 
picket lines. 

Much of the info was bunk. “The 
lack of accuracy and plethora of un- 
verified reports and innuendos in the 
LEIU’s files prompted investigations of 
the LEIU by local, state and federal 
agencies,” notes an LEIU timeline com- 
piled by Political Research Associates, a 
well-respected Massachusetts-based 
think tank. “The federal General Ac- 
counting Office found that only a small 
percent of the information recorded on 
the LEIU cards could be completely 
documented.” 

Leaks about LEIU’s spy-on-the-left- 
ies program provoked a string of civil 
suits, including one in California 


Those guidelines, which go out to 
LEIU’s 240 agencies, pointedly exclude 
keeping tabs on people simply because 
they support “unpopular causes” or be- 
long to a particular ethnic group. Still, 
the rules are pretty wide open. Any in- 


“dividuals or businesses “suspected of 


being involved” in criminal activity are 
fair game. 

At this point LEIU monitors the 
whole spectrum of crime, tracking 
everything from loan-sharking to se- 
curities fraud to “destruction of prop- 
erty” and “threats to public officials and 
private citizens” — breadth that leaves 
plenty of room for domestic dissidents. 

The lone document we received from 
the SFPD indicates the department pays 
at least $495 annually to belong to 
LEIU’s network and can access infor- 
mation through a “secure internet site.” 
It also notes that the SFPD should have, 
in its files, the LEIU constitution and 
by-laws, bulletins, an LEIU member- 


Police agencies form an ever widening web 


LEIU, of course, is just a cog in a larger machine, one that’s likely safeguarding us and erod- 
ing our liberties simultaneously. Other key parts of the surveillance-intel matrix include: 


U.S. Department of Homeland Security In his evenhanded study of our developing gar- 
rison state, Fortress America author Matthew Brzezinski offers an overview of the newly 
minted mega-agency, writing, “Every day DHS reviews 2,200 intelligence reports and ca- 
bles, issues a dozen information bulletins to as many as 18,000 recipients, and trains 3,500 
federal officers from 75 different agencies. It deploys 108 patrol aircraft, has a fleet of over 
100,000 vehicles, operates 238 remote video surveillance systems, and stands watch over 
8,000 federal facilities and pieces of critical infrastructure.” 

Joint Terrorism Task Forces These squads are a collaborative effort between the 
feds and local cops. In 2002 the San Francisco Police Department joined the local task 
force, which, public records show, operates out of Federal Bureau of Investigation of- 
fices in San Francisco and is led by the bureau. The SFPD has one officer on the task 
force, while the FBI has committed 27 agents to the effort. They were definitely con- 
cerned by the antiwar activists who filled the streets last year: a confidential JTTF memo 
we obtained complains that even “peaceful [protest] techniques can create a climate 
of disorder” and encourages cops to “report any potentially illegally acts” to the feds. 

California Anti-Terrorism Information Center A project of state attorney gener- 
al Bill Lockyer, CATIC got off to a rocky start in 2003 when muckrakers at the Oakland 
Tribune caught the center spying on political groups — heavily redacted memos showed 
CATIC agents were surveilling antiwar groups, pro-Palestinian activists, environmen- 
tal activists, and, in one case, we discovered, a Middle Eastern cultural festival. 
Under pressure, Lockyer quickly instructed CATIC to quit collecting info on First 
Amendment-protected activity. 

Local police intelligence squads Apparently circumventing department rules, a 
small team of undercover SFPD cops last year infiltrated demonstrations — a nifty little 
decision that led to.a high-level internal investigation. In a move unlikely to bolster con- 
fidence in the department, police brass are keeping all details about the probe confidential. 
Similar efforts have been reported in other cities, including New York during this year’s Re- 
publican National Convention.

went to the state Supreme Court. The 
ACLU argued it should have access to 
LEIU’s files since they were the work 
product of public servants and, in many 
cases, of dubious investigative value; 
the court told it to get lost. 


Lately, LEIU has sought to cultivate a 
slightly more open, slightly less creepy 
image, probably, in part, because a crew 
of determined protesters crashed the 
group’s convention last year in Seattle. 
It now has.a public Web site, on which 
it’s posted its current “Criminal Intelli- 
gence File Guidelines.” 


of which was provided to us, though 
we asked for that type of paperwork. 

LEIU is registered as a California 
nonprofit corporation. Yet for some 
reason it hasn't filed its nonprofit tax re- 
turns — known as IRS 990 forms — 
with the state. “There should be a 990 
for this organization because their gross 
receipts were over $25,000 for this par- 
ticular year,” Tony Salazar at the Registry 
of Charitable Trusts, the state office that 
oversees nonprofits, explains via e-mail. 
“A letter will be sent to the organization 
requesting their 990 form.” 

The group’s articles of incorporation 
reflect its overlap between the private 


and public realms. A man named Bob 
Morehouse is listed as LEIU’s chief fi- 
nancial officer. Morehouse is also an 
employee of the California Department 
of Justice, assigned to the department's 
investigations bureau. 

At Justice, spokesperson Hallye Jor- 
dan told us Morehouse and another 
Justice staffer are paid by LEIU to main- 
tain its database, which ties into two 
other regional computer networks. 


As far as LEIU boss Dick Wright is con- 
cerned, the excesses of the 60s and ’70s 
were all a big misunderstanding. 
Wright, a captain with the Simi Valley 
Police Department, tells us that there 
were few guideposts for police intelli- 
gence squads during those turbulent 
days, that nobody really knew just what 
was acceptable. He even tips his hat to 
the ACLU, saying its lawsuits helped to 
define exactly what’s legal when it comes 
to collecting intel on Americans. 

Today’s LEIU is a different beast, 
Wright argues. “LEIU was one of the 
leaders in establishing intelligence stan- 
dards that balance the needs of law en- 
forcement with the right to privacy,” 
he says. 

At this point, LEIU maintains it 
has absolutely no interest in compil- 
ing dossiers on law-abiding citizens, 
no matter how divergent their polit- 
ical beliefs. “There are people out 
there who think LEIU is a secret or- 
ganization trampling on people’s 
rights,” Wright says. “That’s simply 
not true.” 

Still, he admits, political demonstra- 
tions pose a “thorny issue.” LEIU com- 
piles no files on protesters engaged in 
lawful First Amendment-—protected ac- 
tivities — there has to be, Wright says, 
at least the intention to engage in crim- 
inal behavior. 

This, of course, is just a little prob- 
lematic: all cops have to do is say they 
“suspect” someone of planning to com- 
mit a crime, and they can start building 
a dossier accessible to other cops around 
the country, and even to agencies in 
Canada and Australia. 

And there’s another problem. What 
if a protester breaks the law but 
doesn’t have the slightest intention 
of doing anything felonious? In other 
words, is LEIU compiling info on, 
say, middle-aged Buddhists and 
Quakers who stage a sit-in in front of 
a federal office building, or queer ac- 
tivists who organize a march with- 
out official permits? 

Questions like these worry private 
investigator O'Donnell. “What they have 
been doing is antidemocratic,” she rails. 
“T believe what they’re doing now is the 
same thing they were doing in the ’60s 
and °70s, only now they’re using ter- 
rorism as a cover.” 

No way, Wright counters. “We don’t 
intend to be secretive. The whole pur- 
pose is to facilitate the exchange of in- 
formationon criminal organizations.”

more than 16,000 leftists and anarchists 
in just two days, or round up and im- 
prison entire ethnic groups, as they did 
with Japanese Americans during World 
War II.

has swung between fearful author- 
itarianism and restrained respect 
for individual rights during the 
nearly 100 years the federal gov- 
ernment has officially been in the busi- 
ness of watching and arresting people in 
this country. 
Yet it hasn’t been the smooth and 


balanced swing of a pendulum. Instead, 
a more apt metaphor is that of a timer 
winding down, signaling our dwindling 
liberties — until some sector of socie- 
ty loses them completely and the alarm 
of scandal sounds, letting the people 
know it’s time to renew the constitu- 
tional promises on which the nation 
was founded. 


And then the process begins again, 
with the reforms and safeguards of lib- 
erty getting ticked away by fears of vul- 
nerability to violence, fears of plotting 
enemies, fears of leftists demanding 
changes in the socioeconomic order. 
With every turn of the timer, the police 
state gets smarter, more sophisticated, 
and stronger. 


Today antiwar activists aren't actually 
given prison terms just for speaking out, 
as socialist labor leader Eugene Debs and 
others were before World War I. Instead, 
police just cordon them off in protest 
pens or use “nonlethal” weapons or short 
jail stays to keep them in line. 

The authorities don’t use mass drag- 
nets like the Palmer Raids, which jailed 


W. Bush “historically insignificant — he’s 
just continuing the trajectory.” 

Since the last period of police reform 
in the ’70s, that trajectory has been an 
unabated move toward a stronger, less ac- 
countable police state, starting on Dec. 4, 
1981, when then-president Ronald Rea- 
gan signed Executive Order 12333, Unit- 
ed States Intelligence Activities.

J. Edgar 
Hoover (who went on to run the FBI 
from 1924 to 1972) is a top deputy 
from the very beginning. With few 
federal criminal statutes to investi- 
gate, the agency immediately targets 
labor activists and those who opposed 
the U.S. entry into World War I. 

1917-18 Congress passes the Espionage 
Act and the Sedition Act, focusing the federal 
law enforcement infrastructure on domestic po- 
litical dissidents. 

Nov. 7, 1919, and Jan. 2, 1920 Bureau of Inves- 
tigation carries out the infamous Palmer Raids 
(named for Attorney General A. Mitchell Palmer), 


a nationwide sweep that rounds up more than 
16,000 suspected Communists and anarchists ac- 

cused of fomenting revolution. No evidence of the 

plot is found, and most were eventually released 
without charges after being held for several months. 

Socialist leader Emma Goldman and 247 others 

were deported to Russia. 

1933-38 Law enforcement functions grow 
exponentially along with the New Deal—_ 
era expansion of the scope and power of 

the federal government. The agency 
name is changed to the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation in 1935, and Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt uses the 
agency to gather information on his po- 
litical enemies, as many of his successors 
(particularly Presidents Lyndon Johnson and 

Richard Nixon) would also do. 

June 29, 1940 The Alien Registration Act re- 
quires all noncitizen residents to register and makes 
it a criminal offense to advocate violent overthrow 
of the government or to organize or be a member 
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of any group or society devoted to such advocacy. 

1945 The House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee becomes a permanent body to investigate 
threats of subversion by groups inside the United 
States. FBI surveillance and research provide most 
of the evidence on which the next 20 years’ worth 
of its hearings are based. 

July 26, 1947 The National Security Act estab- 
lishes the federal intelligence apparatus as we know 
it today, including the National Security Council, 
headed by the president, and the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

duly 14, 1970 President Nixon approves 
a set of recommendations known as 
the Huston Plan calling for various 
government agencies, including the 
CIA and FBI, to conduct wide-rang- 
ing illegal intelligence-gathering ac- 
tivities targeted toward dissident 
groups and individuals. Approval is 
withdrawn two weeks later. 

March 1971 FBI documents leaked to the press 


reveal the existence of the Counterintelligence Pro- 
gram, or COINTELPRO, which includes an array 
of surveillance, infiltration, sabotage, harassment, 
prosecutions based on falsified evidence, smear 
campaigns, and other covert efforts against leftist 
groups and individuals in the United States since 
the late ’50s. Subsequent Freedom of Information 
Act (the open-government law enacted in 1966) re- 
quests, lawsuits, and former agents’ public confes- 
sions deepen the exposure in the coming years. 
April 1971 COINTELPRO, which resulted in 
surveillance of 300,000 U.S. citizens and groups, is 
officially discontinued, yet revelations years 
» later show surveillance of at least some 
U.S. dissidents continued unabated. 
1974-76 Combined with the Water- 
gate scandal and reports of CLA oper- 
ations in Vietnam and other countries, 
the COINTELPRO revelations spark a 
period of reform, with reports by the 
Murphy Commission, the Rockefeller Com- 
mission, the Church Committee, and the Pike

Since his days as California gover- 
nor fighting the leftist student and 
antiwar movements of the ’60s, Rea- 
gan believed in strong police powers, 
and his order spelled out in great de- 
tail how the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, Central Intelligence Agency, 
and other agencies were charged with 
a variety of intelligence functions.

to,” said Athan Theoharis, a profes- 
sor at Marquette University and au- 
thor, whose latest book is The FBI 
and American Democracy: A Brief 
Critical History.

He knows this simply by looking at 
the raw numbers. Just before 9/11, 
there were about 1,300 FBI agents 
doing domestic surveillance; today, 
he said, there are about 7,000. He 
wondered, “What are they doing with 
this massive amount of information 
they’re collecting?” 

The current so-called war on ter- 
rorism may have delayed the reform

In a report summarizing the his- 
tory of intelligence reform prepared 
for the House Permanent Select Com- 
mittee on Intelligence last summer, 
defense policy analyst Richard A. Best 
wrote, “Arguably, the Reagan Admin- 
istration established a presumption in 
favor of government needs over in- 
dividual rights.” 

And as terrorism against the Unit- 
ed States became more of a threat 
during the next two presidencies, that 
presumption remained, advanced 
most significantly by former presi- 
dent Bill Clinton and his Anti-Ter- 
rorism and Effective Death Penalty 
Act of 1996. Then the government 
that was opened up by freedom-of-in- 
formation reforms during the 1970s 
started to close. 

“Today it’s very hard to get 
records, and when you do, they’re 
heavily redacted. So it’s hard to

Committee recommending increased restrictions 
and oversight for the U.S. intelligence community. 
Sept. 27, 1975 The Privacy Act of 1974 is signed, 
providing U.S. citizens and permanent residents 
with a right of access to information concerning 
them that’s maintained by any agency in the exec- 
utive branch. The act also establishes controls over 
what personal information the federal government 
collects and how it uses or discloses that infor- 


has gone off every 20 years or so. A 
year after his infamous raids, then—at- 
torney general A. Mitchell Palmer was 
deemed a national disgrace. Japan- 
ese Americans have gotten official 
apologies and compensation for their 
WWII internment. And after COIN- 
TELPRO’s activities were revealed, 
there’s now more congressional and 
presidential oversight of the FBI. 

“Tt goes in waves. It gets bad fast — 
it certainly got bad fast after 9/11 — 
but it always takes a long time to fix 
it. | think we’re now starting a 
decade-long process of fixing it,” 
Gage said. “People have to get less 
scared, and that takes time. And Con- 
gress has to get a backbone, and that 
takes time too.” 

Yet Gage has a message for the new 
police state: “We've been through it 
before, and we weren't scared off be- 
fore. We're still around, and we’re 
not afraid.”

what Danaher calls “full-content label- 
ing,” “Places like Wal-Mart need to con- 
ceal the biographies of their products,” 
Danaher says, in order to hide heinous 
labor and environmental practices. “We 
want to reveal the histories of our prod- 
ucts.” The store tags detail where the 
product came from, who made it, and 
how it was made. 

The store turned out to be prof- 
itable. Global Exchange exported its 
retail model first to Berkeley (2840 
College, Berk. 510-548-0370) and then 
last year to Portland, Ore. Along with 
an online component (store.globalex- 
change.org), the stores generate in- 
come for artisans and crafts coopera- 
tives in nearly 40 countries, 


headquarters around the world. A 
leader in the antiwar and interna- 
tional human rights movements, 
Global Exchange is also a successful 
social entrepreneur operating several 
multimillion-dollar businesses. It 
hosts (with Washington, D.C.—based 
Co-Op America) the sprawling Green 
Festival (www.greenfestivals.com), 
scheduled to take place Nov. 6 and 7 at 
the San Francisco Concourse Exhi- 
bition Center. And it’s in negotiations 
to open a new product center that'll 
promote alternative, fairly traded, and 
environmentally friendly building 
materials and home design tools. 

“When we founded Global Ex- 
change, we didn’t want to just talk to 
the left,” executive director Kevin 
Danaher says. The group also didn’t 
want to depend on grants from phil- 
anthropic foundations, whose capri- 
ciousness is a major source of finan- 
cial instability for nonprofits. Global 
Exchange’s first business enterprise 
in 1988 was a “reality tour” to 
Mozambique and Zimbabwe, which 
sought to reveal those countries’ cul- 
ture and politics through a travel 
package that combined education 
with recreation. 

Since that first venture to Africa, 
Global Exchange Reality Tours has 
grown into a $3.4 million business 
that takes U.S. tourists to countries 
around the world, including Cuba,

guided by principles of fair 
trade. 

Global Exchange’s busi- 

ness strategy is indivisible, 
Danaher says, from its po- 
litical strategy. “Maybe the 
woman who buys a sari in 
one of our stores doesn’t 
have a political bone in her 
body, but perhaps that sari 
will serve as a gateway. By 
learning about the prac- 
tices behind the products 
she buys, she might begin 
to question the way busi- 
ness is usually conducted in 
this country.” 
In 2001, Danaher first 
began to explore the organi- 
zation’s latest venture: build- 
ing materials. “Green build- 
ing is spreading widely in the 
construction industry, and its 
price competitiveness is im- 
proving,” he says. “Yet cur- 
rently there is no central 
showroom where architects 
and contractors can witness 
the growing range of green 
building technology and 
order directly from the man- 
ufacturers.” Danaher and his 
collaborators dreamed up 
GreenMart (www.greenmart.us) to 
serve as a showcase for green building 
practices as well as “a hub for ecologi- 
cally and socially responsible enterprise, 
education, and economic development.” 
Global Exchange is now negotiating to 
purchase a building to house Green- 
Mart, which Danaher hopes will be fi- 
nalized by the end of the year. 

Working through Global Ex- 
change, Danaher has hopes for a new 
world growing in the shell of the old. 
“We live in a capitalist society,” he 
says. “If you're going to create a so- 
cialist society, there are two ap- 
proaches: political and economic. 
The political approach has failed. In- 
stead we have to build an alternative 
economy that changes society from 
the grassroots. The progressive move- 
ment has to innovate news ways to

hile I was in Berlin, I had a chance to visit the well-appointed offices of 
GSMK, makers of the world’s first publicly available cell phone that 
nobody can wiretap. It’s called the CryptoPhone. 
Frank Rieger, the company’s CTO, is a cross between geek and 
executive. He can talk about product sales, but he has the heart of a 
hacker. Seconds after shaking my hand, he was pulling out two CryptoPhones 
and showing me how they work. Slightly larger and heavier than a Treo, the 
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Singles Club and ENJOY! ore 


“Une ae is that it’s pretty easy for people in Europe to wiretap each 
other,” Rieger told me. “This phone is popular in countries where there is a lot

of competition in fields like raw materials or oil — people will ask private

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investigators to tap each other’s phones, even when there’s a deal with less than 
1 million euros involved. Also, they're popular in countries where the barriers 
between business and government are very thin.” GSMK has also given out sev- 
eral cut-rate CryptoPhones to human rights organizations working in countries 
with pervasive government surveillance. 

Another incentive driving customers to the CryptoPhone is the fact that in the 
past two years it’s become relatively cheap to create your own home-brewed 
wiretapper for phones on the GSM network (a cell network more popular in 
Europe than in the United States). Drawing rapidly on a whiteboard, Rieger 
showed me the vulnerable spots in a GSM setup. Cellular companies often boast 
that their cell phone signals are protected against snoops because they're 
encrypted in one way or another. But those signals are only encrypted up to a 
point. Once they hit a local cellular base station — a relay point between indi- 
vidual phones and the rest of the network — the signals are utterly naked. 

Using surplus equipment, it’s fairly easy to build a contraption that uses an anten- 
na to sniff the unprotected phone signals that travel out of the thousands of cellular 
base stations in any given area. Because base stations are so numerous, it’s quite com- 
mon for a large company to have a base station on the roof of its building. A corpo- 
rate spy could listen to the signals coming out of that base station and get a sampling 
of all the conversations happening via cellular in and around the building. 

Also, it’s not as if the protection on the signal between the cell and the base 
station is foolproof: there are well-known hacks for the encryption GSM uses.

with moola

sa résumé an identity? It isa conven- 

ience, certainly. It can be laser-print- 

ed on heavy paper. If sufficiently im- 

pressive — or lengthy, which is more 

or less the same thing in our more- 
is-better, everything-is-quantifiable so- 
ciety — it can get one a job, or perhaps 
help draw investors into a business en- 
deavor. It is, then, quite a useful article 
— but I wonder if the point of identi- 
ties is, or is merely, to be useful. 

If we were restaurant investors shuf- 
fling through the résumés of local 
chefs, we would certainly pause when 
we came across Ola Fendert’s. He has 
cooked with and at Alain Rondelli, at 
Scala’s Bistro, and at Bruno’s, when that 
oft-reimagined spot was passing 
through a classy (but brief) northern 
Italian phase, en route to cut-rate pasta 
and now Cajun. Lately Fendert has 
been a part of the burgeoning empire 
of the Ploufsters and was the opening 
chef at Chez Papa and the electrifying 
Baraka. We would likely think: We can’t 
go wrong with this guy! He can cook 
anything and everything! On the basis 
of his impressive résumé, we would 
hire him and give him money to open 
his own place, which he would call, say, 
Oola, a phonetic-friendly spelling of 
his (Swedish) given name. 

Buried somewhere in the glory of a 
résumé like Fendert’s is a philosophical 
issue: if you can cook anything and 
everything, with great confidence and 
panache, what is the point of cooking 
anything? Or: what do you want to 
cook? What speaks to you when you 
cook? If you knew you had a month to 
live — the mind wonderfully concen- 
trated by the prospect of imminent 
nothingness — what would you put on 
that final month’s menu card? 

One of the great attractions of Oola, 
for those of us prone to this sort of 
musing, is that a restaurant of one’s

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own is just the thing to help settle such 
questions. Oola is Fendert’s restaurant 
in a way none of the others have been. 
It reflects, or should reflect, his aesthet- 
ics, his interests, his passions. It should 
tell us who he is, as not even the most 
formidable résumé ever could. 

Oola opened at the end of summer, 
in a made-over industrial space, tall and 
narrow, just down the block from LuLu. 
It is a transitional block; the LuLu end is 
bright and tidy, but as you proceed west 
along Folsom, the sense of seediness 
grows — at least until you reach Oola, 
at whose vaultlike doors the valet park- 
ers idle, as if they’re truants in a slightly 
disorganized palace guard. 

Inside, Oola is generic-modern. Care 
has been taken in noise abatement; the 
music is audible but not intrusive, and 
the booths opposite the bar on the 
main floor are handsomely cloistral, if a 
bit stiff-looking. (The angularity of 
much contemporary interior design 
disturbs me, even when softened here 
and there by fabric or leather; it is math 
incarnate, but people are not equa- 
tions.) The lighting is muted, particu- 
larly on the mezzanine (where the dim- 
ness is such that reading the menu can 
be an ordeal), and there is an overall 
sense of shimmering gold. The look is 
expensive and appealing in its way, but 
if it is meant to evoke some fantasy, 
some memory of another place or time, 
I could not tell which. The lost wonder- 
land of the dot-commies, possibly. 

Press materials describe Oola’s menu 
as featuring “Fendert’s take on a num- 
ber of San Francisco classics ... as well as 
some signature dishes.” This sounds a 
little too much like Reed Hearon’s first 
mélangey menu at Black Cat to be quite 
reassuring. But it turns out Fendert 
does have a signature tendency, and it is 
reminiscent of Rondelli’s: it involves the 
playful use of luxury and offbeat ingre- 
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Voila: At Oola, Ola Fendert presents his version of chicken under a brick (with 
broccoli rabe, sherry, lemon, and rosemary) while the crowd huzzahs. 


dients. A nice example is the ravioli 
($10 for five pillows, $18 for 10), stuffed 
with chicken and foie gras and pooled 
with truffle jus. It is simple, earthy, rich, 
and elegant — a grand salami, to dip 
briefly into baseball metaphor. 

There is also a fair amount of plain 
old earthy cooking, from a butter-tender 
confit of duck leg ($18), sauced with red 
wine and ratatouille, to a rack of lamb 
($22), roasted to a rosy medium rare 
and served with bacon-flecked cannelli- 
ni beans, to a puckeringly bright seviche 
($12) of prawns and scallops arrayed 
atop leaves of very ripe avocado. One 
notes with pleasure the small touches of 
elegance, such as the roof of pastry crust 
baked onto a crock of creamy-peppery 
seafood chowder ($8) — which, inci- 
dentally, makes a very shareable starter 
— or the chocolate-Oreo crepes ($7) 
wrapped around lengths of banana cut 
on the bias. They look like the stumps 
left behind by some inept clear-cutters 
and are arranged, Stonehenge-style, 
around a pat of chocolate ice cream en- 
closed by a moat of peanut butter sauce.

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A not-uncommon spectacle in Euro- 
pean airport lounges is the business- 
man with the cell phone, moving from 
a conversation in machine-gun Spanish 
to another in machine-gun German to 
a third in perfect, toff-inflected English, 
closing a series of deals while waiting to 
board at the gate. Fendert’s résumé 
would suggest that he is the culinary 
analog to this breathless multilinguist, 
aman convincingly fluent across a 
wide swath of the world’s food idioms, 
at home everywhere and nowhere. But 
Oola turns out to be more than the 
restaurant equivalent of the Red Carpet 
Club; it shows signs of becoming home 
for a chef who has often been half-ob- 
scured by his own wealth of talents, a 
place where he signs the checks in his 
own subtly distinctive hand. “*

them) is to note when media din- 

ners (to which | am often invited) 
result in reviews ... in other publica- 
tions. Would you be shocked, 
shocked to learn that restaurants 
often try to seduce the food media, 
and that they often do so by offering 
dinners on the house — sometimes 
with a wine matched to each course? 
The quid pro quo — we will stuff you 
and get you fabulously drunk, and 
you are then free to write a favorable 
review of us, and when will that ap- 
pear? — is never, in my experience, 
made explicit, but the sense of it hov- 
ers, like cloying perfume. Restaurants 
are hospitable places, certainly, if 
they are any good, but mainly they 
are businesses in need of attention. 

Food writers, on the other hand, 
are a sensual lot, and as temptable 
as any normal person by the promise 
of sensual pleasure (did | mention the 
tons of esoteric wine?) and no splash 
of cold water in the face at the end 
— | mean the bill, of course. If a food 
writer accepts an invitation to a 
media dinner at a restaurant, then 
writes a review of the restaurant, 
what is the harm? Who, after all, will 
ever know? The food writer actually 
visited the place and ate the food, 
right, and made no overt promises in 
return? There was no holding of guns 
to heads. 

It is all quite congenially corrupt, 
this dance. It is the most velvety, civi- 
lized sort of attempted coercion. And 
it reminds us, in an odd way, that the 
only asset of real value any food or 
restaurant critic has is integrity, One 
can be wrong, foolish, ignorant, un- 
fair, cross-eyed, out of sorts, 
headachy, distracted, crabby, rushed 
(i could go on and on in laying out the 
human foibles we are all subject to 
from time to time, though not, one 
hopes, all at the same time) — these 
are survivable. Your readers may hate 
or ignore you or think you're an idiot, 
and maybe you are. But if they start 
thinking that they can’t trust you, that 
you're not doing your best to tell them 
the truth, that you've quietly sold off 
your impartiality and independence, 
you're dead, or you should be. 

There is a reason reputable pub- 
lishers spend the money they do in 
underwriting restaurant reviewing, 
and the reason is simple: to insulate 
the writer, the critic, from the plummy 
blandishments that will inevitably be 
offered in the hope and perhaps the 
expectation of coverage. Resisting 
those blandishments is the differ- 
ence, in the end, between editorial 
and advertorial, truth and taint.

Unfortunately, it was Friday night and crowded, and we had to sit at the 
table in the corner, under the TV. The debate was over, but the TV was still 
talking about it, loudly. Everyone was looking at us, or not at us but over our 
heads. Incredibly, there seemed to be some question, according to the tube, as 
to who had won the debate. Huh?

Besides climbing the Everest, since there were four of us, we also had a pizza 
they call Mr. Pestato Head ($14.95 medium). It had pesto, potatoes, red onion, 
feta, and fresh basil, and I have to admit it was pretty good too. 

Come to think of it, before I say that Extreme Pizza is no Zachary’s, I 
should probably try their stuffed deep-dish pizzas, because they do have them. 
Also: chicken wings, subs, salads. 

Just typing these words is making me crazy hungry, so I’m going to have to 
go find me some eggs or a sausage or something real soon. But before I go, I 
just want to assure a sputtering 36-year activist/ex-fan out there somewhere 
that I really am really very sorry, and that she hit another nail on another head 
too: I do have a problem.

ve said it before, and I’ll say it again: animated animal movies will make all of 

our kids vegetarian someday. 

We just took in the new Martin Scorsese film, Shark Tale. The second lead is 

a shark named Lenny (voiced by Jack Black) who just doesn’t have the killer 

instinct necessary to devour live fish. His father is the capo di tutti capi of the 
other sharks, so Lenny’s vegetarianism is of the somewhat abashed sort. Still, the 
movie does have its veg-positive message and moments, such as when a batch of 
shrimp that were slated for appetizer-hood take their revenge on Lenny’s father. 
Who wouldn’t want to see some cute little shrimp wreaking havoc on someone 
who was about to dip ’em in cocktail sauce? 

It remains to be seen, of course, whether Lenny’s vegetarianism will end up con- 
verting anyone, but if you're trying to bolster your kids’ commitment to vegetari- 
anism, taking them to a matinee and afterward asking them a few leading ques= © 
tions couldn’t hurt. Shark Tale is a lot less overstated than some of the vegetarian 
comics for kids we picked up at this year’s superfun World Vegetarian Day event in 
Golden Gate Park; one of these, illustrated by Jim Woodring, is a graphic depiction 
of elephants being mistreated at the circus. On the other hand, these People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals—inspired comics will never sell their marketing 
rights to Burger King. ‘ 

In the movie, Lenny, it seems, eats mostly kelp, and while I have nothing against 
seaweed in particular, if Lenny had lived in San Francisco, he could have feasted on 
all manner of guilt-free vegetarian fish. 

On Clement Street, a trip to the New May Wah Supermarket (547 Clement, S.F 
415-668-2583) turns up several varieties of vegetarian fish, from “whole” fish 
made of wheat gluten and covered in mushroom “scales” to filets and even vege- 
tarian fish nuggets. 

But if you'd prefer someone else to cook your veggie fish — you know how 
fish cookery can smell up the whole house — you could always head to the 
Hulu House. 

Vegetarian restaurant Hulu House features vegetarian versions of Singapore 
favorites and other Asian dishes. Located a few blocks from the tumult of Ninth 
and Irving, it’s the ultimate unpretentious neighborhood restaurant. Brightly col- 
ored plastic tablecloths, Singapore travel posters, and tacked-up postcards make up 
the decor, but the food is great, and the people are welcoming, and that’s what's 
important in a place like this. 

We started with an appetizer of vegetarian fried fish. Crisp, thickly breaded, and 
oil-rich from the deep fryer, the fish needed only a batch of fries and a Bass ale to 
move seamlessly from a Singaporean restaurant in the Sunset District to an 
English-style pub. The pseudo-fish encased in the batter was chewy rather than 
flaky, but it acquired the perfect briny note with the judicious addition of seaweed. 

We also sampled the spring rolls. Wrapped in rice paper, these were the 
uncooked kind. They were stuffed with mushrooms, sprouts, Thai basil, and a 
crunchy jicama-like vegetable we couldn’t quite identify. The fresh flavors were a 
great counterbalance to the fried appetizer. 

Our favorite dish was the spicy noodle soup laksa. Laksa means “10,000,” which 
refers to the number of condiments that are added to this rich treat. But I think 
10,000 refers to the number of flavors you can detect in one bow! of this soup. It 
starts with a base of spice paste and coconut milk. Swimming inside that delicious 
broth are tangles of noodles and bean sprouts, hunks of tofu, tofu skin rolls, vege- 
tarian fish balls, and sliced vegetarian fish, all topped with chopped herbs and 
small sheets of nori. I couldn’t believe two of us polished off a whole deep bowl of 
this spicy, comforting soup. 

We also decided to go for what is, at $12.95, the most expensive dish on the 
menu: vegetarian black pepper beef broccoli. The rounds of peppery wheat gluten 
were chewy and savory, bathed in a nice, ungloppy brown sauce. The bright green 
steamed broccoli was very welcome at this dinner that was, for a vegetarian Asian 
meal, a little short on green vegetables. 

Hulu House is a great destination for dinner, but it’s an even better place for 
lunch, when you can try 1 of 15 dishes (including the laksa) for $4.59 to $5.50. #*

‘Hell? yeah! 


Poet Eileen Myles brings some fire, giving our time and place the operatic 
inferno it deserves. By Michelle Tea 


na road trip through a 
cramped, depressed stretch of 
El Paso, Texas, highway, my car 
crawled by a long brick wall 
that had been hit with a gust of 
black spray paint. Write in Myles, the 
graffiti read. The message made me 
incredibly excited. It was an artifact 
of activism and optimism from 1992, 
when queer New York City poet 
Eileen Myles jumped into the presi- 
dential race with a write-in campaign 
to become our commander in chief. 
Indignant that the first George Bush 
complained about alleged “politically 
correct” restrictions when he didn’t 
even pen his own offensive speeches, 
Myles ran as a person who had lived 
her entire adult life below the pover- 
ty line, on a platform of free speech. 

More then a decade later, it’s 
creepy to realize how little has 
changed and creepier still to take 
stock of what has. As a nation we 
drift steadily toward a police state, 
toward a looming election that might 
loosen the noose or else doom us 
completely. And Myles, whose com- 
ing-of-age novel Cool for You, short 
story collection Chelsea Girls, and 
numerous volumes of poetry have 
garnered her deep cult-hero status, 
has flung herself onto the political 
stage once more. This time it’s with 
the full-scale opera Hell, a collision 
of Dante’s Inferno and our pre-apoc- 
alyptic now, written with composer 
Michael Webster. 

“Michael and I started talking 
about doing an opera maybe in the 
beginning of 2001,” Myles recounts. 
“He said, ‘Hey, do you want to write 
a libretto?’ It always sounded like one 
of those famous-poet jobs — people 
like Auden wrote librettos, Gertrude” 
Stein did, so of course I wanted to do 
it. We both liked Dante's Inferno for 
different reasons too — and every- 
body likes Dante’s Inferno now; it’s 
like Disneyland for intellectuals or 
something. I don’t think anyone’s 
written a long poem about hell for a 
while, and clearly we need it.” 

Hell gives us a vision of the future 
in which leaders of a ruined Earth 
have purchased the famous under- 
world, a place that rains hot wax and 
is ruled by the wooden, sinister 
Father Tree. Hell’s smoking pit and 
architectural wreckage are reminis- 
cent of the ruins of the World Trade 
Center, which Myles first visited with 
Webster. “Michael came to town, and 
we walked down one night,” she says. 
“T hadn't been down there since it 
happened. I mean, I could smell it for 
so long. But seeing it was different. It 
looked like an opera set. The lights 
flinging into the sky. The spindly 
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buildings. It was really sad and grand. 
A hole in the ground, smoking.” 

Our guide to this place is the Poet 
(played by Juliana Snapper), whose 
confusion at being “imported” to hell 
by a slick agent-type Devil pitching a 
Hollywood-ready goth poem doesn’t 
prevent her from poking ornery holes 
in the socially approved story line. A 
surreal, dark fantasy, Hell features a 
sexy, singing frog, an investigation of 
war and the soldier archetype, and a 


be powerful. Like when you go to a 
demonstration, suddenly the sound 
of people talking together doesn’t 
seem like obedience or submission 
anymore. Also, I was fascinated by 
the explosion of people talking on 
cell phones in New York. I was think- 
ing, what if everyone was in the same 
conversation?

glorious jab at “poetry cop” Judith 
Shulevitz’s New York Times Book 
Review essay against live poetry. In 
Myles’s Hell, live poetry — “live” 
being defined by the Poet as “the per- 
son stands in their body / Breathing 
/ Their heart beating” — is a crucial 
resistance to an alienating, corporate 
society. Asked by the cell phone— 
wielding Devil if people actually like 
live poetry, the Poet responds: “They 
really do / They like to sit communal- 
ly / And hear messages that / Aren’t 
tinkered / With by the government / 
Or intended to sell a product.” 

“We wanted to make something 
political and utopian — like hope- 
ful,” Myles says, discussing the uses 
of opera. “[With the] choruses, we 
were thinking about people doing 
things in groups and how that could 


Center. It did feel like everyone was 
on the same call that day.” 

At another point in Hell’s 
progress, Iceland is hailed by the 
Devil as “my idea of a successful cul- 
ture ... like a gas station / Full of 
white people,” a description that’s 
later countered by a rap anthem in 
Icelandic, with English subtitles pro- 
jected onto a disco ball: “You think 
we are sad and melancholy / No / 
You think we are stable and irrele- 
vant / No / You think it is always ter- 
ribly dark where we are / No it is 
female, it is young, it is rich.” 

“T love Iceland,” Myles explains. “I 
went there about eight years ago, and 
it made me so excited. It wasn’t 
Europe, and it wasn’t the States, It 
was kind of wealthy and art-loving 
and feminist and ancient. I think a 


lot of people are interested in 
Iceland’s odd in-between position in 
the world. Icelandics travel, but they 
always go home. Then there were all 
those new Icelandic bands [like] 
Sigur Rés. It did seem like a national 
identity capable of being exported 
without emptying itself. It was 
another way to look at whiteness too. 
I think the song was a chance to 
laugh at how cultures work and how 
they get picked up by global atten- 
tion. Iceland sure got mine.” 

Myles’s poetry and narratives 
often delve into the experience of 
being broke; poverty and having-not 
mark each of her pages and are the 
background against which her living 
unfurls. Readers familiar with her 
stories of growing up poor in New 
England and starving as a East 
Village poet might be surprised at 
Myles’s choice of opera as a medi- 
um, but to her it makes perfect 
sense. “I’m working-class,” she 
explains. “It’s not so strange for me 
to like or even be familiar with it. It’s 
the kind of high culture working- 
class people are drawn to. La traviata 
and Carmen — [ heard that stuff at 
home. The first year I was in New 
York, I saw Robert Wilson’s Einstein 
on the Beach. It seemed as big as an 
experimental artist could get. When 
you wanted to say ‘big, you said 
‘opera. It’s a thing that can hold 
everything.” 

Hell is a giant collaboration, fea- 
turing Webster’s music, set design by 
Bay Area artist Elizabeth Stevens, 
costumes by Milina Muzquiz of Los 
Super Elegantes, and direction by 
writer-playwright Laurie Weeks. A 
work in progress, it comes to the 
West Coast for a workshop perform- 
ance after a New York City premiere 
at St. Mark’s Church and a smaller 
production in Provincetown, Mass. 
According to Myles, audiences’ reac- 
tions were “fantastic.” “One music 
writer said that the people in the 
audience looked like the people who 
baby-sat his kids when he went to 
opera,” she says. “Isn’t that crazy? It 
was an audience of ‘us.’” 

“Most of the singers are not social 
conservatives, but they make their 
livings singing in synagogues and 
churches. Singing for God. So for 
them to sing a subversive message, 
even in the sense that the words are 
regular speech, was really liberating, I 
think. Plus us, the people who don’t 
normally run in a classical music 
world, we deserve the exalted sound 
of trained voices. It’s political power, 
in a sense. Putting the wrong voices 
in charge of the wrong song. Or 
making those both be right. Right 
voices, right song. Censorship more 
than anything now is about not mix- 
ing it up. Keeping everything in its

recently moved from the Bay Area —a temporary glitch, I’m hoping — and 

these days, while trying to adjust to life in Los Angeles, memories of the peo- 

ple and things I love and have left behind tear at me with an almost physical 

violence. My friends laugh at me, then they forget about me’ — don’t deny it, I 

know it’s true — and at times I feel utterly disoriented. I must be homesick. 

Of course it’s more than that. In Los Angeles, people don’t dislike the Bay 
Area; most of the time they just act like the place doesn’t exist. And like many 
Bay Area residents (I still consider myself to be one) who've worked in and 
around the arts, I wonder why the best of what gets done here seems to be 
overlooked, or worse, dismissed by other regions. To be sure, there’s plenty 
to ignore, but that’s the case anywhere a healthy arts scene exists. The deeper 
problem is that the freedom to roam that Bay Area artists enjoy threatens 
those forced to toe the line elsewhere. At the top of L.A.’s “get-a-clue” list 
should be Intersection for the Arts, the Valencia Street community arts space 
that has an array of programs in visual arts, music, literature, and theater. I'm 
most familiar with the latter, and should anyone wonder why I’m passionate 
about it, Philip Gotanda’s drop-dead stunning Fist of Roses, which opens at 
the end of the month, tells the story. 

The play, an examination of male violence — as in why someone would beat a 
loved one to death — roams far and wide and then comes back and rocks you like 
an earthquake. Five men, all using their real names onstage — Donald Lacy, 
Michael Cheng, Rajiv Shah, Tommy Shepherd, and Danny Wolohan — effortlessly 
slip from character to character, across gender, ethnic, racial, and class lines, 
always using language as crude and common as the world they live in. That world, 
whether or not we want to acknowledge it, is our world, and as if to block all exits, 
Gotanda employs familiar pop music to bind us and bring the point home. 

The play spotlights the disturbing undercurrents of romantic tunes like 
Teddy Pendergrass’s “Love TKO” and Smokey Robinson’s “You Really Got a 
Hold on Me,” and it never veers far from the overt violence in Carol King and 
Gerry Goffin’s “He Hit Me (It Felt Like a Kiss).” I imagine that the version 
recorded by the Crystals in 1962 would have been included had Phil Spector 
— currently facing first-degree murder charges in the shooting death of Lana 
Clarkson — not produced it. 6 

In any case, the cast delivers a neatly choreographed (by Erica Chong Shuch) 
version, emphasizing the lines “He hit me and it felt like a kiss (felt like a 
kiss) / He hit me and I knew he loved me.” I remember the song — I have a copy 
of it, truth be told — and though the fact that it was roundly rejected by the lis- 
tening public offers a bit of insulation, Gotanda breaks through that with a grim 
deconstruction of the Temptations’ “My Girl,” one of pop music’s loveliest mo- 
ments. The cast sings along with the unforgettable opening bars of the record, 
which then fall away as they begin to stomp their feet and chant, “MY girl, MY 
girl, MY girlfriend, MY girlfriend, MY wife, MY wife, MY old lady, MY old lady, 
MY bitch, MY bitch, MY ho, MY ho, MY ho...” This gives way to a flurry of 
grunting and stomping, and the Motown classic lies shredded on the floor. 

I left the rehearsal as unwound as I’ve ever been by a performance, and like 
it or not, it was the kind of soulful, emotional work that characterizes what 
Intersection’s resident company, Campo Santo, has created in recent years. 
For Gotanda, who gradually rose to national prominence in the 80s and ’90s 
on'the strength of work like Song for a Nisei Fisherman, The Wash, and Sisters 
Matsumoto — all exploring the postwar legacy of the internment camps on 
Japanese America — Fist of Roses shows his former genius in high gear but 
taking utterly new shape. That shouldn't surprise anyone familiar with his 
plays, but I was almost speechless that he adapted, and flourished, working in 
the uniquely collaborative and wide-open style that’s developed at Intersec- 
tion. It represents a startling change of direction for a playwright who could 
once charitably have been described as enjoying the control he had over his 
various projects. 

The play is personal in the broadest sense, and it makes ungodly emotional 
demands on the cast, who rise to the occasion as an ensemble. That said, at 
the rehearsal I saw, I was knocked out by Lacy and Cheng, who has become 
a first-rate actor in recent years — as impressive in this play as he was last 
spring in Central Works’ production of Chekhov's The Duel. 

This is what I’m missing — except of course I won't, because I'll be in the au- 
dience on opening night. But it’s what you'll be missing if you aren’t there with 
me. As.for my new neighbors, well, I live in a huge loft complex that’s full of 
artists. I've been talking the ears off everyone down here, but I’m not sure any- 
one is listening.

Deep focus

roof that sex appeal can be 

eternal, 1926’s Mantrap should 

come as a revelation to those 

who have never experienced 

flapper starlet Clara Bow’s viva- 
cious magnetism. Coyly toying with 
the camera as she breezes through a 
steady procession of hopelessly 
stodgy men, Bow stakes out star 
power with every shimmy. The over- 
powering effect is in no small part 
due to the contributions of cine- 
matographer James Wong Howe. 
Born in China and raised in 
Washington state, Howe first found 
work in Hollywood at the Famous 
Players—Lasky studio and quickly 
became a sensation on the strength of 
his delicate handling of female sub- 
jects. Mantrap makes clear what the 
fuss was about. One can’t fathom the 
film without the innumerable 
instances in which Bow strikes her 
flirty pose while bathed in a soft 
glow. Howe’s lens caresses the actress 
with shimmering natural light, 
transforming her two-dimensional 
form into tactile vibrancy. 

While Mantrap is undeniably 
Bow’s vehicle, it’s being screened this 
week as the opening film of a Castro 
Theatre retrospective devoted to 
Howe. Copresented by NAATA, the 
weeklong Howe bonanza pays trib- 
ute to a career of longévity, versatili- 
ty, and artistry. Even the program’s 
earliest entries (Mantrap is the only 
silent film, but The Criminal Code, 
Mark of the Vampire, Manhattan 
Melodrama, and The Thin Man were 
all produced before or during 1935) 
reveal a solidly formed aesthetic. 

As is the case with most great cin- 
ematographers, Howe’s distinction is 
largely born of inventive and expres- 
sive lighting. The cinematographer’s 
nickname was “Low-key” Howe for 
good reason. He controls the dark 
spots of a frame much in the same 
way that a good jazz musician is said 
to play the silences between notes. In 
The Rose Tattoo (1958), the protago- 
nist’s spiraling degeneration can be 
found in Howe’s shadows as much as 
in Tennessee Williams's words. 

Howe’s lighting sense is doubly 
impressive given his proclivity for 
location shooting. Critic James Agee 
referred to him as one of “the few 
men who use this country for back- 
ground as it ought to be used in 
films.” Indeed, there are times when 
Howe’s backgrounds can hardly be 
called such. In Pursued (1947), for 
example, the cinematographer con- 
tributes to Robert Mitchum’s tor-

tured character psychology with a 
consuming landscape. His austere 
lens shapes the film’s desert plain 
into an expressionistic universe. 

Despite the consistent distinction 
of Howe’s work, what one marvels 
at most is his adaptability — that 
is, the myriad ways in which the 
cinematographer varies his aesthet- 
ic in the service of a story. 
Spotlighting the collected films of a 
talented craftsperson such as Howe 
rather than those of a princely 
auteur is a way to emphasize the 
collaborative energy at the heart of 
Hollywood’s classical era. Years 
later that energy could be combat- 
ive — Howe initially didn’t care for 
the fish-eye lens John 
Frankenheimer demanded for 
Seconds, though his pioneering use 
of it to convey psychological tor- 
ment hasn't been matched. In con- 
trast, the narrow focus of a film 
such as Mantrap nakedly reveals a 
series of isolated elements operat- 
ing at full tilt; direction, writing, 
acting, editing, and (of course) cin- 
ematography all contribute to a 
determined sense of purpose. The 
film’s, and Bow’s, seductive appeal 
stems from this buzzing syn- 
chronicity, or what André Bazin 
affectionately termed “the genius of 
the system.” 

This is a genius celebrated all 
too rarely by retrospectives of 
Hollywood’s past. More often, 
programs are organized to uncov- 


.er the self-sustaining style of a 


Hawks or a Ford. While this 
approach can be enormously 
revealing, there’s a troubling era- 
sure of actual film production 
when directors are treated as 
islands unto themselves. Viewing a 
film like Mantrap through Howe’s 
exquisitely efficient lens not only 
allows a revealing look at his own 
mastery but also conveys an 
important appreciation of the sys- 
tem that kept him working for 
more than 40 years. 

In 1945 Howe responded to a sim- 
plistic assessment of cinematography 
by writing that “the trouble with 
many critics and ex-critics is that for 
all their skillful talk, they don’t 
understand the techniques of 
motion pictures.” While we can’t 
possibly hope to decipher all of clas- 
sical Hollywood’s many entangle- 
ments, this retrospective is a definite 
step in the right direction.

Surreal politik 


In honor of the political season, out come the long knives and laughs 
for Bye-Bye, bin Laden! and Laura’s Bush. By Robert Avila 


n the same day that newspa- 

pers issue reports of children 

climbing over the rubble of 

their destroyed homes in Gaza 

and Fallujah, TV remains pre- 
occupied with the trumped-up flak 
over a debate reference to Dick 
Cheney’s lesbian daughter. The presi- 
dential campaign rolls on, flattening 
logic and common decency in its 
path, smoothing the way for some 
brutal ironies. The approaching elec- 
tion would be easy to dismiss as a 
complete joke if only the clown show 
weren't masking so many horrors 
unfolding behind the scenes. 
Accordingly, here are a couple of 
shows that take the joke very serious- 
ly, while offering a tonic to the 
depressing inanity of media~man- 
aged campaigns. 

The role of TV in the battle of 
empty-headed ideas shares center 
stage with some world-class assholes 
in Custom Made Theatre Company's 
world premiere of Bye-Bye, bin 
Laden! If it took more than two 
decades after World War II for Mel 
Brooks to work Adolf Hitler into a 
musical comedy, it’s taken writer 
Scott Sublett and composer Jef Labes 
only two to put Osama bin Laden 
(Baruch Porras-Hernandez) on the 
boards, strutting and singing with 
costars Mullah Omar (Jon Bailey) 
and George W. Bush (Cameron 
Weston). What's the rush? 

The premise of this smartly writ- 
ten, consistently funny, and well- 
acted romp rests on competing TV 
campaigns by rival theocrats deter- 
mined to win the hearts and minds 
of the American public. Making a 
virtue of bad taste, I Love Prakhbar 
spoofs I Love Lucy with Osama in 
place of Ricky, bringing Taliban- 
tested tactics to bear on his mischie- 
vous redheaded wife (“You're always 
up to your crazy antics — like the 
time you spoke in public!”). George 
W. teams up with his party-happy 
but surprisingly humane daughter 
Jenna (an appealing Tracy Moore) 
for a Sonny and Cher rip-off. And 
Omar leads a game show (Ask the 
Taliban) in which the answers are 
supplied to the contestants. The 
angelic ghost of Flight 93’s Mark 
Bingham (a suitably ingenuous per- 
formance by West Gomez) acts as 
narrator, strengthening a delicate 
through-line in what is otherwise a 
loose assortment of skits that range 
in quality from high-end talent- 
night fare to Mad TV perfection. 

On songs like “The Taliban Twist” 


Dick redux: Dubya (Cameron Weston) 
and Jenna (Tracy Moore) grandstand in 
Bye-Bye, bin Laden! 


and “Fuck the French,” the singing 
may be more dutiful than beautiful, 
but the lyrics are clever and engaging. 
Unfortunately, the unamplified voices 
can be overshadowed at times by the 
prerecorded music, which, while 
handily composed, is played exclu- 
sively on what sounds like a 
Casiotone, giving it the grating quali- 
ty of a video game soundtrack. 
Nonetheless, director Brian Katz 
ensures that lively staging and per- 
formances played to the hilt support 
the material admirably. The deter- 
minedly off-color humor sometimes 
ushers in more reality than a joke can 
sustain, at least without a cringing 
sense of horror accompanying it. But 
such moments are rare, and forgiv- 
able in the context of an ultimately 
warm-hearted work whose simple 
moral about the dire necessity of 
laughter goes a long way toward 
reclaiming lives ruthlessly manipulat- 
ed by fear on both sides of the theo- 
cratic divide. 

For political theatergoers who 
enjoy sex with their violence, there’s 
the Brava! for Women in the Arts’ S.F. 
premiere of Laura’s Bush: A Political 
Satire. San Francisco Mime Troupe 
veteran Dan Chumley directs an agile 
and spirited cast, including members 
of cabaret-burlesque troupe Rococo 
Risqué, in a joyously lewd and lusty 
farce by famously pseudonymous 
playwright Jane Martin. 

Desiree Jones (Joyful Simpson), a 
jaded dominatrix in a small Kansas 
town, gets a hysterical visit from her 
repressed local librarian Dodie 
Dodson (Jean Johnstone), who’s con- 
vinced she’s spotted a distress signal 
blinked over the TV by First Lady 


Laura Bush (Elisabeth Millican). 
After being shorn of most of her 
staid apparel and mellowed by the 


. application of Miss Jones’s cooling 


unguents, Dodie crouches by Miss 
Jones’s leopard-patterned massage 
table and, borrowing her agitprops, 
lays out in dildo-dactic fashion her 
plan for rescuing Laura. The long 
and the short of it is that Laura is 
being held against her will by the 
fascistic far right, and George W. is 
actually an intentionally dumbed- 
down boy genius who, among other 
notable achievements, composed a 
tragic opera about Gerald Ford at age 
10 and was replaced by Saddam 
Hussein’s body double when it 
became clear he planned to switch 
parties and make Ralph Nader 
attorney general. Naturally, they 
rescue the grateful and randy Laura, 
sequestering her in Peter Pan’s 
Underground Tree House, until a 
final showdown with the forces of 
darkness. As angry as it is irreverent- 
ly absurd, Martin’s one-act has a 
satirical force that goes some way 
toward justifying its slapdash quality. 
If jokes about Baghdad, Abu Graib, 
and Guantanamo Bay seem too fresh 
to be really funny, the sometimes- 
discomfiting humor in these shows at 
least makes one mindful of the real 
stakes involved. By that token, the 
truly offensive joke lies elsewhere, as 
political scholar Alan Ryan recently 
noted: “The claim that reelecting 
President Bush will make the world 
safer ... would be laughable if the 
Iraqi civilian death toll was not 
15,000 and rising, if peace for Israelis 
and Palestinians was not further away 
than ever, and if international coop- 
eration on everything from global 
warming to fighting AIDS had not 
been deeply damaged by the last four 
years of a know-nothing presidency. 
If it is a joke, it is in the worst possi-

ble taste.”

By Rita Felciano 


iven the depressing

putting on a hell of a show. 

Spell: 13 Invocations for 
World Peace, a collaboration 
between Hennessey’s Circo 
Zero and Keefer’s Dance 
Brigade, was born this summer 
out of a need to drown out the 
latest electoral polls and 
respond to ever higher Iraq 
casualty figures. The resulting 
spiritual fusion of art and 
activism continues until Nov. 
2. Who knows, maybe it will 
help. As Keefer said at one 
point during opening night, 
“We need a miracle.” 

To tell the truth, Spell isn’t 
that convincing. At best, it’s a 
mixed bag, very loosely assem- 
bled. That didn’t deter the 
faithful, though. The show was 
packed. 

Hennessy’s first, much sim- 
pler section, performed out- 
doors, is more rigorous and at 
times quite affecting. Hennessy 
has an international reputation as a 
captivating performer, but he’s also 
an excellent writer — incisive yet 
poetic. To*witness him dangling 
upside down from a tree, calling on 
ancestors for help, is almost to 
believe that we’ve moved from the- 
ater to ritual. Many people seemed 
willing to take that step from being 
observers to communicants, espe- 
cially when the mistress of cere- 
monies invited them to call out 
wishes to the spirits. 

Taking advantage of SomArts 
Cultural Center’s funky outdoor 
pathway, Hennessy strategically 
arranged his performers in the exist- 
ing landscape. Each of them repre- 
sented a natural element. Susan 
Voyticky swayed ona trapeze as Air. 
On top of a dead tree stood the 
splendidly mercurial Paradox Pollack 
as Ether. As Fire, Tamara Li moved 
within a cement pipe. Hennessy dove 
in and out of a tub as Water. The

dancers’ movement imagery was sim- 
ple, highly controlled, and appropri- 
ate to their characters. Live violin 
music coming from the bushes was a 
lovely touch. But given the context of 
these individual elements, a commu- 
nal dance that tried to evoke the 
intensity of full-body immersion 
baptisms came across as contrived. 
The intermission afforded an 
opportunity to visit SomArts’ exten- 
sive Day of the Dead exhibit, 
“Bringing Light to the Darkness”; 
this year it’s dedicated to Bay Area 
victims of fatal violence. The exhib- 
it’s rich array of work ranges from 
the traditional to the abstract. One of 
the largest pieces, Susan Matthews’s 
Memorial Cathedral for Iraq, has 
viewers walk through a tentlike 
structure wallpapered with silhou- 
ettes of men, women, and children. 
Spell’s second half, by Keefer 
(who’s also credited with Spell’s 
overall concept), features ecstatic 


dancing by the Dance 
Brigade’s impressive 
“witches”: Karen Elliot, 
Lena Gatchalian, Kimberly 
Valmore, Tina Banchero, 
Sarah Bush, and Richelle 
Donigan. There are broom 
dances, stick dances, sword 
dances, and dances in 
which the women take 
turns being possessed. An 
amusing one has them pat- 
7 tern-chanting about a girl 
who was good yet horrid. 
7 The sounds and move- 
| ments are equally intense, 
but they’re piled on top of 
each other in a manner that 
undercuts momentum. 
Keefer is splendid as 
always, this time as Hecate, 
| queen of the witches, who 
j calls up the forces of dark- 
ness and decay. At first a 
shadowy figure emerging 
from a cauldron, she vigor- 
ously spits out her curses 
and spells, stirring up the 
earth until dust flies like 
sparks from a volcano. She 
also has fun with the role, 
cursing a mirror at one 
point, calling on Martha 
Stewart to revive a potted 
plant at another. Toward the 
end, she brings out an altar, 
with small pieces of paper 
nailed to it, which she places 
in front of the women’s swords. Spell’s 
program notes explain that Hecate 
would write the names of politicians 
whom she wanted to get rid of on 
parchment and set it on fire. 
Unfortunately, I couldn’t get close 
enough to read any of the names 
these witches so prayerfully burned. 
Spell is a long evening, even longer 
if audience members stay for a 
“healing circle” in order to experi- 
ence what they've just seen “on a 
more cellular level” (to quote 
Keefer). At the performance I 
attended, only two of us left — for 
me, this was too much Sunday- 
night-at-church. **

illiam Eggleston, the undis- 
puted god of contemporary 
color photography, speaks 
softly and very, very slowly. 
He’s got a Southern accent 
and a vocal manner that brings to 
mind the late William S. Burroughs 
— minus a battery or two. Eggleston 
sometimes seems on the verge of los- 
ing his train of thought, but he never 
quite does. This is a man who has his 
own sense of time, whose work has 
gone through ups and downs in criti- 
cal and public opinion. In 1976, when 
Eggleston was the first color 


and a particular Southern archetype, 
that of the eccentric gentleman. 
Eggleston was born into a life of priv- 
ilege and has long resided in 
Memphis, Tenn.; in the mid-1980s he 
famously photographed the decor 
excesses of Graceland. Though his 
work is often equated with the South, 
he’s quick to dispel that idea. 
“Someone once asked me to see my 
studio, and I said, ‘Just walk out the 
door — there it is,” he remarks 
between sips of champagne and cas- 
sis. In other words, the world is his 


exposes more than a single frame, the 
prints evoke the idea of letterbox or 
Cinemascope. “Not to be confused 
with being panoramic,” he’s quick to 
add after hanging up. 

“Te been thinking vertically,” 
Eggleston says. “Initially I started 
holding my camera vertically on pur- 
pose so I wouldn’t take a horizontal.” 
He also alludes to more pragmatic rea- 
sons for the pictures’ dimensions. “You 
could only put three or four horizon- 
tals on a wall, but the verticals are so 
slender, you could put 50 on a wall.” 

This cockeyed logic extends 


photographer to have a solo 
show at New York’s Museum 
of Modern Art, his snapshot 
aesthetic was reviled by crit- 
ics for the alleged banality of 
its imagery. Today a dye- 
transfer color print of one of 
his classic works can sell for 
$150,000. 

Visitors to “William 
Eggleston: Los Alamos” — a 
series of gorgeous on-the- 
road color works pho- 
tographed between 1966 and 
1974, at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art — 
will discover modern classics 
that capture indelible 
American images. When 
Eggleston concentrates on 
vernacular subjects (gas sta- 
tions, bathroom walls, lawn 
ornaments, and decrepit 
motel rooms), the results are 
anything but mundane. 

Neither is the photogra- 
pher, who has a reputation 
for erratic and downright 
wild behavior. He’s been 
spotted shooting guns in and around 
his home (he collects antique firearms 
in addition to cameras), dressing in 
military uniforms, crashing cars, and 
giving himself over to other libertine 
proclivities. Eggleston definitely has 
an iconoclastic side. Asked for his 
thoughts about the impending elec- 
tion, he states he’s for George W. 
Bush, because the president’s a “war- 
monger.” But then Eggleston adds 
that he doesn’t vote. “I’m apolitical,” 
he states. The remarks aren't surpris- 
ing — this is, after all, a man who 
owns dozens of rifles — yet I get the 
sense that Eggleston enjoys being 
contrary. 

Such behavior is usually equated 
with bold loudmouths, but in person 
the 67-year-old photo legend is 
almost the opposite. He wears a dark 
suit of thin fabric, spectacles, and a 
bow tie that’s rumpled around the 
edges. The outfit suggests another era

studio, and his international reputa- 
tion often has him traveling. 

“The only exciting thing photo- 
graphically is to take pictures wherev- 
er you end up,” Eggleston says. 
“Someone takes me a few blocks 
away, and I have a camera along, 
there might be a few pictures.” He 
then points out, with almost childlike 
enthusiasm, that his San Francisco 
hotel room’s bathroom has a heat 
lamp that casts a reddish light over 
the checkered tiles. It’s an Eggleston 
photograph waiting to happen. 

In his room, Eggleston has two 
portfolios of yet-to-be exhibited pic- 
tures he graciously lets me see. While 
he announces he’s taking half a 
Vicodin and makes a phone call to a 
lady friend (“I know your husband’s 
jealous,” I hear him say), I peruse the 
images of convenience store displays, 
lunch counters, and urban greenery. 
Shot with a special camera that 


to Eggleston’s process. “I’m 
not a darkroom person,” he 
explains. “I developed my own 
black-and-whites for years. 
Never developed any color — 
I always used printers. I fig- 
ured (that the] people who do 
it are better at it than I.” 

“I might be driving a 
Ferrari, but I’m not working 
on it,” he adds, emitting a 
leisurely hiss of a laugh. 

Nowadays, Eggleston’s 
color-soaked aesthetic is ubiq- 
uitous. Gus Van Sant invited 
him to photograph the set of 
his 1999 short film “Easter,” 
scripted by Harmony Korine. 
Sofia Coppola has cited 
Eggleston as an important 
visual influence, and according 
to him, they’re negotiating a 
possible collaboration. While 
| the photographer’s use of 
transfer prints recalls 
Technicolor, he expresses little 
interest in movies, save for 
Alfred Hitchcock's. 

Nor does he view his pic- 
tures, which so often depict unusually 
evocative settings — for example, the 
room with a blood-red ceiling, which 
graces the sleeve of Big Star’s album 
Radio City — in narrative terms. “I’m 
not good at knowing what the word 
‘narrative’ means,” he admits after a 
few moments. “I’m involved with 
images, not sentences. I love talking, 
but a lot of times when people bring 
up things, I don’t know what I’m 
talking about. [You have] good ques- 
tions; I just wish I had more sensible 
answers.” %

att, the Black Panthers, and 
maybe some other pack of party 
animals were right: what comes 
around goes around, even in the 
most mundane of pop universes. 
After switching to an “all-Tupac” and 
then an “urban” format, KBTB 
“Energy” (the former “Party” and then 
“Power”), 92.7 FM, has flipped back to 
a “HI-NRG” dance music format of 
sorts, in less than a year. I was going to 
suggest a new name — “Played Out” — 
but I had a strange mushy spot for the 
old, never-quite-as-fabulous-as-it-want- 
ed-to-be Party. Now due to popular 
demand, the playlist is back, after the 
Man (a.k.a. the Marketplace) so cruelly 
took away those highly controlled doses 
of BT, Junior Senior, and Paul van 
Dyke. Only one song per piercing — 
whoops, I mean artiste — please. 

Also coming around again are those 
darling Donnas, so fresh, so forthright, 
and so well-spoken, as 
befits the former Palo 
Alto High good girls— 
made-rock lech dreams. 
After sweeping through 
MTV, various magazine 
spreads, and the hearts of 
teens unaccustomed to such home- 
grown hard rock talent, the women 
are back, shucking those confusing 
Ramones-y handles (Donna A., 
Donna C., etc.), and a shining up a 
new studio trophy, Gold Medal 
(Atlantic). Whereas Spend the Night 
(Atlantic) pushed hesher inspirations 
like AC/DC and KISS front and center, 
Gold Medal promises to smack us 
around ina whole ‘nother way, steal- 
ing riffs and ideas from Supergrass, 
the Eagles, and Blur’s gym locker, and 
flaunting chugging bridges reminis- 
cent of Tom Petty and snappy, martial 
rhythms evocative of the Strokes. 
Though lead singer Brett Anderson 
still spits out lyrics like a switchblade 
sister, she also tries a little tenderness 
on tracks like the title tune and “Don’t 
Break Me Down.” The girls are grow- 
ing — more vulnerable, it seems, 
while continuing to mete out the 
nyah-nyah-nyah booty-beating to 
comers like Sahara Hot Nights. 

Torry Castellano — the petite, doll- 
faced drummer with the wildly bob- 
bing Pekingese ponytails, who photog- 
raphers have historically pushed to the 
foreground of the band pics — 
believes it was high time the Donnas 
put away the cock rock, as well loved 
as it was, and uncover their soft, if not 
sore, spots. Spend the Night takes it to 
Sunday morning? 

“For this one, we were like, OK, let’s 
throw away those rules that we put on 
ourselves. Let’s have more dynamics,” 
Castellano explained last week from 
New York City, where the Donnas 
were playing at the CMJ music festi- 


val. “Let’s slow some songs 
down a little bit and have 
more richness, and lyrically 
let’s be a little more honest.” 
Groove-oriented and dance- 
able rock ’nv’ roll like the 
Stones’ “Brown Sugar” was 
one touchstone. 

But honestly, one major, 
traumatic change forced the 
group to not only consider a 
style switch but also to relearn 
the essentials. Any keyboard-jockey 
wage slave can relate: Castellano suf- 
fered through a bad case of tendonitis 
on the Donna’s last, 13-month tour, 
which included a string of 2003 
Lollapalooza dates. With Castellano 
unable to use her swollen wrists, the 
band canceled a U.K. leg, and the 
drummer returned home for surgery. 
After physical therapy and working 
with Bay Area drum teacher Chuck 


Brown to learn how to hold the sticks 
and hit the drums in a more ergonom- 
ic fashion, she’s back up to speed. 
“We're all self-taught, so I was just 
holding the sticks whatever way I 
thought would make it work,” 
Castellano, 25, said. “I had felt pain 
over the years. But you know, I always 
felt, ‘Oh, you just play through the 
pain?” Now, she continued, “People 
have said that they actually think that 
I’m playing better, so that’s exciting, 
and there are things that I can do now 
with more ease that I couldn't before. 
I’m not so tense, and J think my 
drumming is more fluid and I have 
more power than I did before.” 
Castellano can use the power when 
the Donnas go on tour in November 
with the Von Bondies, though she’s a 
little fried, after flying in from Sweden 
to perform at a 2:45 a.m. CMJ after- 
party. “I feel a little crazy today, I have 
to admit. So bear with me! Please!” 
she said, half bubbling, half laughing. 
As hardscrabble as champion athletes 
in a field filled with less clear-cut fin- 
ish lines, the Donnas have chosen a 
tough world in which to ply their 
advance placement-level abilities, and 
they've always scored high with me, 
ever since their Paly community center 
days. But though the Donnas have 
always tried to make the grade with 
sass as well as ladylike perfection, 
some shoot-from-the-hip freedom 
seemed to be missing last week. The 
onetime “American Teenage Rock ’n’ 
Roll Machine” may be vulnerable on 
record, perhaps, but if I had a gold 
medal for every time Castellano used 
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The Donnas 


the word excited, I'd probably be on a 
Wheaties box. 


Rounding up Thumper Also back, in 
black and white: ex—Paradise Lounge 
head of security Cory McAbee of Billy 
Nayer Show infamy. Since McAbee 
moved away from San Francisco five 
years ago, the now Brooklyn-based 
multi-talent has been working up a 
slew of projects including the BNS’s 
new CD, Rabbit (BSG). His 
Independent Spirit Award— 
nominated film, The American 
Astronaut, is set to go to DVD 
in January, after an unfortu- 
nately timed theatrical release 
in NYC a week after 9/11. “But 
it grew — it’s been steadily growing in 
the last three years,’ McAbee opti- 
mistically said over the phone. 

Since those dark, surreal very-BNS 
days, he’s been working on the story- 
boards for another film, Werewolf 
Hunters of the Midwest; taking acting 
parts in, for example, the Onion’s cine- 
matic foray; playing autoharp at 
Lincoln Center and as part of the cast 
recording of The Orphan of Zhao, by 
the Magnetic Fields’ Stephin Merritt; 
and finishing a novella to be illustrat- 
ed by Shrek artist James Wilson. The 
latter is also named Rabbit, though it’s 
only remotely related to the CD — 
perhaps someone's out of titles? 

Ah no, McAbee just has a special 
fondness for the critter he fondly 
describes as “the fall guy of the 
prairie.” He studied his share of 
jackrabbits growing up in Nevada, 
watching his friends shoot the noble 
creatures and biding his time till he 
could use them for his own 
metaphorical purposes on songs like 
“Meet the Bunny King” and “Skinned 
Rabbit.” Unlike the last BNS double 
CD, which he described as “dark and 
accusing,” the new disc goes for a live, 
lithe pop feel and “is definitely easier 
to digest?’ he added. “It’s the Billy 
Nayer Show’s version of a pop 
record.” Good news for you nail biters 
and hare chewers. “

Jin-eration next: ABC-AZN rapper Jin 
takes his art from the chop-suey joint 
to 2 Fast 2 Furious’ chop shop to the 
wider hip-hop stage with The Rest Is 
History. 


n early 2002, then-19-year-old Jin 

Auyueng, the Miami-born son of 

Chinese take-out restaurant own- 

ers, appeared on the popscape like 

an AZN Eminem, winning BET’s 
Freestyle Friday battle crown for a 
record seven straight weeks. He’d 
already built a rep on the streets of 
New York by crushing record-store 
freestylers, subway backpackers, and 
café open-mic rhymers. He was 
signed to the Ruff Ryders camp, and 
his legend spread. 

Across the country, Asian 
American teens traded CD-Rs of his 
TV battles and leaked tracks, lit up 
Internet boards, and downloaded his 
singles from AOL more than 500,000 
times. An appearance in John 
Singleton’s 2 Fast 2 Furious as an 
import chop-shop mechanic sealed 
minor stardom. 

Jin’s back story was just as crucial. 
Rapping was his escape from a des- 
tiny of 12-hour chop-suey drudgery. 
In a moment of second-gen audacity, 
he had decided to forgo college and 
leave Miami for New York to make it 
in the music biz. Once he signed, his 
parents followed him to Queens. 
Forget The Joy Luck Club. Through 


dropping rhymes in the clubs, Jin had 
rewritten the Asian American dream. 

For overeducated hip-hop-gen 
AZN cult-crits like me, Jin presents a 
subject worthy of our subjectivities, a 
voice that validates our own time in 
the wilderness. The tag of “Asian 
American hip-hop” — a label many 
of us artists and critics have fretted 
over, some have championed, and 
‘others have rejected — isn’t a new 
phenomenon. But as the first to break 
from the underground into the big 
leagues, Jin becomes the thing most 
of us were incapable of becoming — 
or unwilling to become. Through 
marketing, sociology, and a vast audi- 
ence’s unfulfilled desire, he appears as 
the great yellow hope. 

Jin has come to this moment 
through a struggle we all recognize, 
proving himself to skeptics and 
doubters over and over again. On 
“C’mon,’ a revelatory autobiographi- 
cal note, he says, “In every battle, the 
race card was my downfall.” In his 
second BET battle, his competitor 
attacked him with rhymes like “He’s 
just a rookie, leave rap alone and keep 
making fortune cookies” and “His 
mom was in Menace II Society saying, 
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“Hurry and buy.” 

But Jin came back 
hard: “You wanna say 
I’m Chinese? Sonny, 
here’s a reminder: 
check ya Tims. They 
probably say, ‘Made in 

_China’” Future com- 
petitors soft-pedaled 
the race thing. Still, the 
battle isn’t over. “My 
fans got haters too,” he 
notes. Yet Jin also 
seems ready to take the 
mantle. “It’s true I got 
some big shoes to fill, but if I don’t 
lead the movement, who will?” he 
raps on “Same Cry.” That’s why we 
root for him and scrutinize him the 
same way we did KRS-One, Rakim, 
and Chuck 15 years ago. 

In fact, Jin does present something 
wholly new, not just in American but 
also global pop: an unapologetically 
working-class, second-generation kid 
flowing in Cantonese and New York— 


inflected Ebonics with the same fluen- 
cy. He’s no pricey Hong Kong import, 


no sexless high-kicking martial arts 
expert in yellowface. By simply rep- 
ping in a black tee with a diamond- 


encrusted Ruff Ryders pendant, he 
could have the most impact on the 
notion of an “authentic” Asian 
American masculinity since Bruce Lee. 

Therein lies the paradox. Lots of 
ink will be spilled, including right 
here, about Jin’s social and symbolic 
importance. In February, when Bay 
Guardian contributor Oliver Wang 
criticized Jin’s “Learn Chinese” 
video in his blog, Pop Life 
(www.o-dub.com/weblog/ 
index.html), hip-hop blogger 
Hashim “Madison” Warren respond- 
ed, writing in his own Diesel Nation 
(dieselnation.blogs.com/hiphop): 
“And so begins the culture critiques 
that will mark Jin’s career more than 
his musical talent.” Jin himself has 
noted, “If I was a wack Asian rapper, 
there wouldn’t be all this fuss.” In a 
country whose racial frame remains 
white, white, white, and a little bit 
black, it’s hard to underestimate 
how much the rapper might mean 
off wax. 

But it’s still hard to gauge what he 
means on it. Jin’s debut, The Rest Is 
History (Ruff Ryders/Virgin), which 
has been delayed for months report- 
edly because of worries over its music 
and marketing, is uneven at best, a 
product of expensive doubts and 
hedged bets. The relentless “Get Your 
Handz Off” allows Jin to flaunt his 
Art of War—learned skills (and, per- 
haps not coincidentally, bears some 
resemblance to New Zealand’s cele- 
brated ethnic Samoan hardcore rap- 
per Scribe’s 2003 breakthrough hit,

“Stand Up”). But scripting an album 
is different from controlling a battle. 
So in a fine irony for Asian 
Americans, the album is presented as 
“The Higher Education of Jin.” 

In the opening skit, the naive col- 
lege dropout is swindled by the Ruff 
Ryders’ white lawyer and then 
schooled on how to really be black by 
the label’s head, Joaquin “Waah” 
Dean, who promises a lifestyle 
makeover complete with Dobermans, 
bikes, and guns. There’s an underly- 
ing theme here: as an Asian 
American, Jin couldn’t possibly know 
how to succeed in entertainment. But 


the pricey Kanye West-produced “I 
Got a Love” and the Just Blaze—pro- 
duced “Club Song,” on which Jin is 
tutored in how to do a love song a la 
Pete Rock and a dance joint a la 
Fabolous, respectively, are the album’s 
weakest tracks. By the middle of the 
album, in another skit, Jin takes con- 
trol of the record. 

Through the last half, Jin seems to 
find his feet. Despite producer Wyclef 
Jean’s now-typical multiculti-for- 
dummies bullshit, “Learn Chinese” 
succeeds, with Jin cleverly linking 
James Brown and Rodney King, 
racial profiling, char-siu, and 
railroad building. “The Good, the 
Bad, and the Ugly” and “Cold 
Outside” tap into his real-life New 
York Chinatown gang drama that 
climaxed last year when a friend 
caught a bullet for him. But instead 
of bragging about surviving, the 
most clichéd rap trope available, he 
sounds downright penitent. Some of 
the truest moments are, by rap stan- 
dards, the corniest. “Thank You,” a 
track of appreciative shout-outs, is 
the longest song on the record. 

Even better is “Love Story,” a ten- 
der tale of interracial love that reads 
as less melodramatic than Mississippi 
Masala and more true than the 
ridiculous Romeo Must Die. 

“C’mon” is Jin’s statement of pur- 
pose, a personal twist on Eminem- 
style self-mythmaking. “I know that 
it’s been debated: I’m a gimmick they 
created,” he raps. “So I chose to be the 
one to change the face of the game. 
Look at me! Hot as California burn- 
ing in flames.” In two lines of stare- 
at-the-sun intensity, Jin moves from 
Asian American invisibility to corneal 
incineration. 

“Same Cry” justifies the hype and 
the hope. Opening with a tribute to 
the Tiananmen Square protesters, it 
moves through a meditation on the 
Golden Venture refugees and suc- 
cinctly parses the morality of Nike 
sweatshops. It concludes with a chal- 
lenge to Asian Americans, a race 
always seemingly caught in the mid- 
dle and too often prone to staying 
safely on the fence: “What. will you 
do? Run or stand still?” It’s as much a 
21st-century Asian American pop 
manifesto as Justin Lin’s film Better 
Luck Tomorrow, Vijay Prashad’s book 
Everybody Was King Fu Fighting, and 
Christine Y. Kim’s “Black Belt” art 
exhibition. As a form, hip-hop tends 
to speak more immediately to on- 
the-street realities than museum 
shows, books, and even movies do. 
There’s a lot of history now resting 
on this kid’s slender shoulders. Hold 
that weight, Jin. *

Cutups and kicks 


Electro-pop picker Solex comes up with another jewel. By Jimmy Draper 


ecording under the nom 

d’electro-pop Solex, Elisabeth 

Esselink turns other people’s 

trash into her own treasures. 

Since 1998, when she began 

sampling the unsellable CDs at her 
used-music shop in Amsterdam for 
Solex vs. the Hitmeister (Matador), 
the Dutch singer and songmaker has 
used other musicians’ unlistenable 
songs to make beguiling, beat- 
infected pop. Subsequent albums 
proved even more inventive: for the 
following year’s Pick Up (Matador), 
she furtively recorded bands’ more 
mundane stage moments, transform- 
ing them into an unpredictable, 
deliriously paced pop blitzkrieg. By 
2001’s Low Kick and Hard Bop 
(Matador), with its sound collage of 
live instruments, samples, and even 
snippets of Wheel of Fortune, it 
seemed there was little Esselink 
hadn't incorporated into her found- 
sound world. 

With this fall’s excellent The 
Laughing Stock of Indie Rock (Arena 
Rock), however, she’s stumbled on 
something never before utilized on a 
Solex album: a male voice. 
Throughout much of the album, her 
fourth full-length of recycled pop, she 
cuts up and reassembles the growl of 
Stuart Brown, an Australian fan who 
contacted her after hearing her on a 
Wire compilation. The resulting 
makeshift duets, which pair Esselink’s 
infectious, high chirp with her coun- 
terpart’s disturbingly deep vocals, are 
as disorienting as they’re thrilling. 

“T don’t really know him,” 
Esselink, speaking over the phone 
from her home in the Netherlands, 
says of her guest vocalist. “He sent 
me a CD-R of him covering the 
whole ‘White Album, by the Beatles. 
I loved his voice. 

“He sings with a lot of air like he’s 
panting, very dark and, I thought, 
very sexy — although I didn’t tell him 
that, of course! Too embarrassing!” 
she says, laughing. “When I sent him 
the record, he said, “Well, you make 
me sound like an awful pervert!’” 

Brown’s carnal huffing and puffing 
isn’t the only new addition to The 
Laughing Stock of Indie Rock. Thanks 
to a more collaborative recording 
process with longtime drummer 
Robert Lagendijk and guitarist Geert 
de Groot, the album feels more like 
the work of an actual band than its 
predecessors. It also marks the first 
time Esselink has recorded:on a com- 
puter. “I just explored all the possi- 
bilities with my analog 8-track and 
digital 16-track,” she says. “Now 
computers are the best thing that 


ever happened to me! I think it was 
just the right time for something new 
— although I am very late. 
Everybody has used Pro Tools for 
years and years.” 


Pastiche playground 

Better late than never, however, as 
The Laughing Stock of Indie Rock is 
her most consistently enjoyable pas- 
tiche since Pick Up. Songs like “Hot 
Diggity Dog Run Run Run” and espe- 
cially the hopscotch-able “Honkey 
Donkey” rank with her catchiest, 
most accessible ditties, while “You've 
Got Me,” a nearly seven-minute duet 
with Brown that sounds like androids 
trying their hands at alt-country, 
proves she’s still got more surprises 
up her sleeve than many of her elec- 
tro-pop peers. In fact, considering 
how seriously great the album is, it’s a 
bit confusing why Esselink chose such 
a jokey title. 


takes aim at pretension. 


“Especially in America, if you ask 
someone what kind of music they 
listen to, they sometimes answer, ‘I 
like indie rock’ — as if it is a genre!” 
she explains, incredulous. “That is so 
funny because [that description] 
only has to do with whether you are 
on an indie label or a major label, 
and not all the music on indie labels 
is good and not all the music on 
major labels is terrible. It’s a silly 
name to have as a genre — people 
take it too seriously.” 

Which certainly isn’t a problem 
that afflicts Esselink. As in the past, 
she fills her new album with humor- 
ous song titles like “You're Ugly,” the 
tongue-in-cheeky “My B-sides Rock

Your World,” and “Fold Your Hands 
Child, You Walk Like an Egyptian,” 
on which she takes a good-natured 
swipe at her former Matador label- 
mates Belle and Sebastian. “I really 
like them,” she explains. “But that’s 
one of the bands that are taken very, 
very-seriously by their fans. That 
sometimes is funny. It was about time 
that someone made a joke about it.” 


To scale 

It’s also about time that she bring her 
show — an enthralling, high-energy 
performance featuring Esselink 
bounding across the stage as she 
sings, plays the Moog, and triggers 
samples — back to this side of the 
States. At this week’s Bottom of the 
Hill gig, however, longtime fans 
should expect something new: rather 
than playing with Lagendijk and de 
Groot, she’s scaled back the opera- 
tion to just herself and new drum- 


mer Marit de Loos. The results, 
Esselink says nervously, are still a 
work in progress. 

“We only did one radio show so 
far,” she says, then laughs. “Our first 
gigs as a duo will be on this tour, so I 
hope people are gentle!” 

Of course, she shouldn't worry: if 
there’s one thing Esselink has learned 
over the years, it’s that even a band’s 
less impressive moments can — in 
the right hands, at least — make for 
some truly great pop. “*

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Beans 
Shock City Maverick (Warp) 


I've only got myself to blame for not latching 
onto Beans the first time around when he 
headed up Antipop Consortium. Put it down to 
one too many late-’90s underground hip-hop 
groups falling short of their mark, but Antipop, 
regretfully, got lost in my CD player's shuffle 
mode without a proper listen. Now, after hav- 
ing my ass kicked by Beans's second solo 
disc, Shock City Maverick, | find myself des- 
perately rifling through the cast-aside pile. 
Suffice it to say that Beans — and Antipop 
on the whole — comes from a much differ- 
ent place than the Ems, the Jays, the surreal- 
istic indie-hop purveyors of Anticon, and even 
consciousness-raising MCs like Saul Williams 
and Common. Though sources say he’s from 
the lily-white suburb of White Plains, N.Y., 
Beans's real point of origin is difficult to pin 
down. (He’s stated that his early musical diet 
consisted of Kiss and the Grease soundtrack.) 
Shock City Maverick, however, cracks the 
door on the Beans anomaly as it confidently 
wanders through a multitude of styles, with 
the MC’s neck-snapping delivery — a sense 
of rhythm that would make Sonny Rollins 
weep — guiding the record into some dark 
yet rewarding corners. Beans doesn't use his 
lyrical gifts to attempt to change the world; 
rather they're a soft brush with which he 
paints his sonic pointillism, relying more on 
the sound than the literal meaning of the 
words to convey his defiantly left-field musi- 
cal perspective, keenly illustrated on the 
choppy and fantastic “Papercut.” His impres- 
sionistic approach is without a doubt refresh- 
ing and welcome, but it's in those instances 
when he strokes his imagery in razor-sharp 
detail and communicates directly (“I ain't got 
nothin’ to lose / Man, | walk a tightrope wear- 
ing two left shoes,” he venomously spits over 
the Radio Shack—chic electro undertones of 
“Blind Driver”) that he rightfully claims his 
maverick status.

Cream 
Disraeli Gears (Deluxe) (Sony) 


The success of Cream was due to a combination of timing and talent; 
but in the more than two years guitarist Eric Clapton, bassist Jack 
Bruce, and drummer Ginger Baker were together, from 1966 to '68, 
they changed the face of rock forever. They institutionalized the 
power trio and superstar musicianship (and hence the boring solo) 
and freed rock from the shackles of the tight pop tune, allowing 
exploration of then-unfamiliar musical territory. 

Disraeli Gears was a huge hit, a tour de force of psychedelic pop 
that in the opening tiff to “Sunshine of Your Love” gave the ‘60s a 
hook nearly as well known as the opening of the Rolling Stones’ 
“Satisfaction.” There were other strong tunes as well — “Tales of 
Brave Ulyssés,” “Strariye Brew,” and “Dance the Night Away,” among 
them. Their songwriting was as strong as their musicianship, their stu- 
dio-generated coloration and textures were previously unheard of, and 
more than anything, the time was right for pop to allow a British group 
that wasn’t the Beatles or Stones to lay claim to genuine stardom, 


Sons and Daughters 
Love the Cup (Domino/Ba Da Bing!) 


It may have only one song titled “Johnny 
Cash,” but every moment on Love the Cup 
could qualify as a bare-bones ode to the Man 
in Black. Throughout their superb debut EP, 
Sons and Daughters — a Glasgow quartet 
that sound like the bastard children of X and 
the Mekons — pay tribute to Cash's rogue 
spirit with a collection of rollicking, twang- 
rocking songs imbued with a serious sense 
of dread. Not only does the threat of violence 
thread through titles such as “Blood” and 
“Broken Bones,” but a palpable tension also 
emerges from the vocal interplay of vocalist- 
guitarists Adele Bethel and Scott Paterson, 
whose harmonies and folky deliveries make 
for eerily disquieting dialogues on songs like 
“Fight” and “La Lune.” 

Love the Cup's dark, foreboding atmos- 
phere, however, owes as much to the work of 
the band’s nonsinging members as it does to 
Bethel and Paterson’s stories. Drummer David 
Gow — who, like Bethel, has spent time as a 
touring member of Arab Strap — provides an 
insistent, sinister swagger, while Ailidh 
Lennon often sets aside the bass to wield 
her mandolin like an axe. In fact, throughout 
the mini-album's all-too-brief seven songs of 
death and desperation, the whole band exude 
a smoldering intensity that's hard to deny. 
Indeed, when they all start hollering along 
to the chorus of highlight “Johnny Cash,” it’s 
easy to think they just might be capable of 
rousing the dead.

Unclassics Mixed by Morgan Geist 
(Environ) 


It takes a pretty dope DJ to put together a mix 
of 20-year-old disco tracks and make them 


~ sound fresh. Metro Area’s Morgan Geist is up 


to the task, making Unclassics Mixed by 
Morgan Geist, a collection of rarities and re- 
edits, feel like much more than a history les- 
son on just how groundbreaking underground 
disco was for its time. 

These are tracks you'll never find on any 
K-TEL compilation, and Geist emphasizes the 
electro, Italo, and nu-wave side of the disco 
ball. Songs like Purple Flash’s “We Can Make 
It,” with its spare cowbell and a subdued 
melody just this side of saccharine, and 
Plastic Mode's “Baja Imperial,” featuring a nu- 
wave rap riding a relentless keyboard line, are 
elegant in their simple but effective grooves. 
Their synth hand claps and minimal bass lines 
are very similar to those use by Geist for his 


And thankfully, the downside of Cream — incredible indul- 
gence — was barely audible on Disraeli Gears. The album was 
a fine example of genius harnessed, and perhaps that was the 
work of producer Felix Pappalardi. In any case, their next 
release, Wheels of Fire, included so many live recordings of 
drum, bass, and guitar solos that you often wished you were 
dead when you were listening to it. As for this Deluxe edition, 
well, like most such offerings, it's of only passing interest to 
the casual fan. However, for the Cream completists left among 
the living — 1968 was a long time ago — this 40-cut, two-CD 
set has treats like a mono and stereo mix (since | heard the 
album on a shitty radio in an old Chevy Nova, pristine sound is 
lost on me), demos of songs that made the album, selections 
from BBC studio recordings, and —- alas — three tracks that

Har Mar Superstar 
The Handler (Record Collector) 


There's an obvious patience threshold for white 
indie rockers turning to their ironic side to 
record hip-hop and R&B tunes — and it’s 
dropping fast. Artists like Cex, Avenue D, and 
the like are so self-aware in their threadbare 
shtick, they're more like bad performance art 
than anything honestly — and earnestly — 
entertaining. And with that in mind, | initially 
gave Har Mar Superstar (a.k.a. Sean Tillman, 
formerly of Minneapolis indie rockers Sean Na 
Na) the hard shove when he released 2002's 
extended pickup line You Can Feel Me. But he’s 
since heartily rebounded with The Handler. 

Har Mar would be nothing were he not a 
dogged seducer in song, and The Handler 
turns up the charm like Michael Jackson at a 
Little League fitting. The Ron Jeremy doppel- 
ganger, who has penned tracks for J. Lo and 
Kelly Osbourne, straddles — among other 
things — the indie kids who want to swing 
their hips and the more straightforward Justin 
Timberlake types who deal in ’70s funk and 
'80s fromage. Like Jamiroquai before him, Har 
Mar maintains his place as a white boy with 
pronounced infusions of Stevie Wonder. 
Wonder’s groundwork is all over the falsetto 
heart and lifting harmonica notes of “Sugar 
Pie,” while “Save the Strip” contains elements 
of “Pastime Paradise” (although the original 
icon would never have sung, “You found a 
place to fellate, now pick up the pace”), Which 
brings up the tongue that's both planted in 
Har Mar’s cheek as he croons lessons of the 
libido and runs down the thighs of guest stars 
like Northern State and Karen 0, who helps 
Har Mar eroticize the sugary, delicious elec- 
tropop track “Cut Me Up.” With The Handler, 
Har Mar transcends his portly genre, making 
guilty-pleasure pop-hop and wisecracking 
R&B that’s as thrilling a dance-floor opus as 
anything the more self-serious Timberlake 
moonwalks to these days.

Say you want a 
revolution The revolution 
might not be televised, but it will be 
propelled forth and immortalized by 
the music, words, and creations of 
artists driven to speak up.

Vibewise, if you’re looking for the silver lining on the dustbin of San Francisco 
club kid history, grab a twist tie and pull up to the bumper. Probably the worst 
moment to throw shade is brunchtime — too much breakable stemware — and 
for a sunlit crowd of post-ironic scenesters, plus a liberal sprinkling of blue- 
eye-shadowed youths, everyone's remarkably willing to surrender to that most 
heinous of It-kid crimes: social giddiness. Strangers flash their hopefully inocu- 
lated asses at you, while Candi Staton gets her seconds of love on the speakers.

At one inspired moment in time, San Francis- 
co was ground central for women-dominated 
bands. Great, goofy names like Cockpit and 
Mudwimmin indicated the level of wit we 
were dealing with, and Laurie Hall was in one 
of the last of those combos: Ovarian Trolley. 
On Miserycord, however, as the Knife to the 
Fork of producer and multi-instrumentalist 
Eric Drew Feldman (PJ Harvey, Pixies, Cap- 
tain Beefheart, the Residents), she’s a differ- 
ent model altogether; she switches gears 
rolling in sultry and mystery rather than in- 
your-uterus outrageous. Crooning like a 
melting, goth Annie Lennox on “The Last 
Rites,”she falls easily into the storyteller’s 
role, taking the perspective of a lonely lass 
looking for the big snooze (“Angels come to 
me /| don't want to sleep alone tonight”), 
backed by a chorus of multitracked vocals, 
trudging piano, and a nebula of synth and 
tinkling bells. Hall’s effects-bedecked, black- 
adder moan; images of fire, winter, dreams, 
general wildness; and contributions by local 
musicians such as Joe Gore and Carla 
Kilstedt make K&F the stuff of a postpunk 
S.F. pipe dream. But what really puts the 
whole enterprise over, apart from obvious in- 
spirations like Harvey, are the reconstructed, 
penny-opera blues all the utensils generate 
Rough-edged, unpredictable, and noirishly 
beautiful too — dig in. Knife and Fork open 
for PJ Harvey Thurs/21, Warfield, S.F. (415)

Flying Luttenbachers 
The Void (Troubleman Unlimited) 


Few underground rock bands have been as 
consistently challenging and prolific, or 
burned through as many band members, as 
the Flying Luttenbachers have over the past 
12 or so years. The last four Luttenbacher 
full-lengths have had different lineups, the 
one constant being tireless drummer-leader 
Weasel Walter. The Void is the first release by 
the latest version of the band, a trio rounded 
out by guitar shredder Ed Rodriguez (Gorge 
Trio) and bassist Mike Green (Burmese). This 
is the Luttenbachers’ most rock-friendly re- 
lease since Revenge (Skin Graft, 1995), and 
while it’s not basic, old-fashioned rock 'n’ roll 
by any means, it almost sounds that way in 
contrast to last year's intimidating Systems 
Emerge from Complete Disorder (Trouble 
Man Unlimited). Much of this music isn’t just 
dissonant, but also legitimately atonal, yet it 
connects on more than an intellectual level 
because it’s delivered with such genuine, ni- 
hilistic intensity. Walter and company draw 
on black metal, 20th-century classical, the 
sickest of ‘70s prog, and what used to be 
called no wave, but The Void feels like some- 
thing else altogether, more like getting your 
face scraped across a barbed-wire fence or 
being attacked by a giant robotic bug. Yes, 
it’s that good. (Will York)

‘New Work: Evan Holloway 


and Dave Muller’ 


Through Sun/24, San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art 


na back gallery on the fifth floor of the San Francisco 

Museum of Modern Art, Dave Muller has installed a 

delightful S.F. cityscape, titled The City at 11:16AM. 
The piece belongs to a series called “Sprawling,” but it 
creates a sense of open space and playful freedom that 
contradicts the oppressive feelings engendered by 
urban and suburban sprawl. Muller focuses on the sky, 
decorating the 33-plus-foot-high walls of the gallery 
with more than 100 roughly three-by-four-foot panels 
of paper, painted a vibrant blue and interrupted only by 
the faint white of cumulus clouds. The paintings climb the walls in interconnecting patterns, creating sculptural 
shapes through their design and through the white patches of wall that remain uncovered. Fanciful objects inhabit 
the sky, including hot-air balloons and an Alaska Airlines jet with Minnie Mouse painted on its side (perhaps on its 
way to LAX). Occasionally the installation touches down to reveal exactly where it’s located: A street lamp reaches 
up with banners advertising the Exploratorium. A street sign reads “Pacific Ocean.” And Sutro Tower appears on 
the horizon. Muller lives and works in Los Angeles, but he grew up in the Bay Area. His installation is rich with a 
childlike wonder that’s emphasized by its upward-looking gaze. But the piece is preserved from mere nostalgia by 
the Dumpster that appears when the painting finally reaches the ground, reminding the viewer of the realities of 
city life. In the center of the gallery, Evan Holloway has installed a sculpture titled Map, with painted tree branches 
entwined in the shape of an electronic or mechanical system. One wing of the sculpture is painted with primary 
colors, while the other is painted with shades of gray. The piece speaks to a world in which technical processes 
have progressively replaced natural phenomena and come to appear natural.

The Magic 
icks off its new season with the world pre- 
miere of a likely Broadway-bound musical, 
based on screenwriter Don Roos's offbeat 1998 
comedy, with music and lyrics by Douglas J. 
Cohen and book by Cohen and Robert Jess 
Roth. Dedee Truitt (Kerry Butler), the story’s 
foul-mouthed and insouciant 16-year-old nar- 
rator, abandons her trashy but bereaved moth- 
er (Donna Vivino) at her stepfather’s graveside, 
moyes in with 35-year-old gay half brother Bill 
(John Bolton), and seduces his much younger 
ive-in boyfriend, Matt (David Burtka). For her 
next trick, Dedee — now pregnant and with 
Matt, Bill’s life savings, and the ashes of Bill’s 
deceased longtime lover in tow — leads her 
half brother and his utterly cynical but protec- 
tive friend Lucia (Karen Ziemba) on a cross- 
country chase. Cohen’s upbeat musical score 
cooks alongside director Roth’s tightly paced 
staging, though the irreverent lyrics can seem a 
bit forced and often lack the crispness and 
edginess of the dialogue. But Dedee’s way with 
bad behavior and the older generation’s dry 
humor and jaded outlook set up an appealing 
dynamic among the sharp, mainly New York- 
based cast, (Avila)

name. Having theorized that a theatrical flop 
might be more lucrative than a hit, a has-been 
Broadway producer, Max Bialystock, and his 
weedy accomplice, Leo Bloom, attempt to put 
ona terrible show and escape to Rio with the 
surplus production cash. As tightly wound and 
lunatic as any of Brooks's films, The Producers 
— though gorgeously choreographed and slick- 
ly performed — seems to unravel in the second 
half. And despite the fua-house antics, one can’t 
help thinking that Brooks's decision to put a 
musical about Hitler’s heroism (featuring bese- 
quined frauleins with pretzels, beer steins and 
sausages wobbling on their heads) at the center 
of his work would have felt somewhat edgier 
back in 1968 than it does today. (Veltman)

Harder’s own “zipperz” poet- 
ry style inspires a narrative told as two sets of 
three intercut monologues, punctuated by 
Randy Craig's impressionistic score (expertly 
played by cellist Shain Carrasco). Act one 
blends the investigation of a female police de- 
tective (Cooper), the objections of the missing 
woman's sister (Wood), and the paranoid tes- 
timony of a cabbie (John Michael Beck). Act 
two, partly narrated by a Coast Guard officer 
(Beck), reveals what happens after the pair dis- 
appear. The racial and class biases feeding the 
accusations of the first act give way to an ide- 
alistic couple’s search for a better world be- 
yond the Golden Gate, (In fact, more than one 
storm is brewing for them out there.) Harder’s 
tightly interwoven dialogue layers on new 
meanings to some degree but can also be di- 
luting. Performances grow stronger and more 
focused in the less fractured second act, which 
nicely builds some high-seas suspense and 
weighs anchor despite director Alan Quis- 
morio’s rather static staging. (Avila)

hour before nightfall) — or the work of his 
clandestine lover, jazz singer Jessie Brewster 
(Kathleen Antonia). As John grapples with his 
oyalties, assistant Gidger (Louis Parnell) an- 
nounces the arrival of an unusual machine in 
the office — one that spews thousands of 
pages of events to come. The two men read up 
on the fate of their writers, friends, and lovers 
(not to mention their own lives) and try to re- 
construct a history that hasn’t happened yet. A 
solid cast, including director Bill English’s 
daughter, Lauren English, as the heiress 
Rosamund Plinth, brings the intriguing, Back 
to the Future—esque script to life while driving 
home the idea that timing could indeed be 
everything.

tion. Melis Bilgin’s less focused Disheartened, 
directed by Hal Gelb, has two children in a war 
zone engaged in a surreal dialogue about the 
world as they see it. Amy Mueller directs Naomi 
Wallace’s Between the Eyes, a formidable lyric 
on the psychopathology of domination in Is- 
rael-Palestine as explored in the tortured remi- 
niscence, and unrequited love, of an Israeli man 
(an excellent Doyle Ott). Arlene Hood directs 
William Borden's surprisingly successful 
Falling, which manages to extract meaning 
from 9/11 with humor and without mawkish- 
ness. Finally, Hood’s sharp direction and a 
charming cast also get the most from Noyid 
Parsi’s playful but heartfelt Taziyeh, in which‘a 
haggard Iranian director and his amateur play- 
ers get a visiting Iranian-American guy to play 
the dreaded part of Shemr, the villain, in the 
annual Shiite passion play recounting the mar- 
tyrdom of Imam Hussain. Uneven but worth- 
while, this unique series offers wide-ranging re- 
flection on the topical and perennial in a variety 
of dramatic tones. (Avila) Series Two (Fri and 
Sun): Besides dealing with issues surrounding 
Middle Eastern culture and politics, the three 
plays that constitute Series Two share bizarre 


characteristics. While grieving women turn into 
tomatoes in Fatma Durmush’s aptly named 
Don't Eat the Tomatoes, the shrill middle-class 
hostess in Lilly Thomassian’s dark comedy Din- 
ner/Khnamakhos describes how her husband 
turned into a tulip. And the dead soldier in 
Kevin Doyle’s acerbic Compression of a Casualty 
mirrors the invisible girl at the center of 
Thomassian’s play. From the clash between Ar- 
menian and American cultures, to the U.S. 
media's trivialization of the current Iraq war, to 
strife between Turks and Kurds in Turkey, each 
play carries a serious message. But while Doyle’s 
artfully structured drama, with its interweaving 
of dialogue from actual CNN news transcripts, 
and Thomassian’s My Big Fat Armenian Wed- 
ding-style portrait of a family dinner, manage 
toa degree to clothe polemic in effective the- 
atrical language — Durmush’s play, with its 
platitudes about life and death and heavy- 
handed symbolism, is more memorable for its 
chorus of goofy dancing tomatoes than for its 
commentary on Turkey’s troubles. (Veltman)

Being Julia Above all else, Hungarian direc- 
tor Istvan Szabé’s backstage drama Being 
Julia is about its star, Annette Bening. With 
every emotive gasp and bubbly burst of dia- 
logue, Benning petitions the camera for her 
Oscar. She stars as Julia Lambert, a brilliant 
English stage actress who has grown unsatis- 
fied with matters personal and professional. 
Fast approaching the impasse of middle age, 
Julia throws herself into a reckless love affair 
with Tom (Shaun Evans), an American ad- 


mirer many years her junior. All is well until 
Tom convinces Julia to accept his other, 
younger love interest as an understudy. The 
movie wholeheartedly invites the All about 
Eve comparison, often borrowing entire 
scenes from Bette Davis's tour de force.

The Grudge Takashi Shimizu directs Sarah 
Michelle Gellar in the remake of his Japan- 
ese horror hit Ju-On: The Grudge. (1:36)

Red Diaper Baby Writer-performer Josh 
Kornbluth’s celebrated monologue about 
growing up in mid-1960s New York as the 
child of unrepentant communists gets a last- 
ing if not necessarily definitive treatment in 
director Doug Pray’s concert film. Recorded 
on 16mm before a live audience at the 
Magic Theatre, and aptly supported by 
Marco d’Ambrosio’s wistful score, the film 
opens with a shot of Kornbluth casually 
walking off the street and into the theater, 
intentionally recalling Jonathan Demme’s 
beautifully integrated concert film of Spald- 
ing Gray’s Swimming to Cambodia. Yet here, 
while apparently restaged to be equally film- 


friendly, stage and screen productions don’t 
always mesh — projected backdrops get 
awkwardly cropped, and lighting effects de- 
signed for the stage cast ineffective shadows 
or simply make the film look dim. When 
they do, however, the combination is strik- 
ing. And the film’s shortcomings do little to 
detract from what is still an engaging com- 
ing-of-age story, while its power to augment 
certain scenes, including what has got to be 
one of the more ghastly, hilarious deflower- 
ing stories ever told, makes up for a lot. In 
short, anyone who missed Red Diaper Baby 
onstage will want to join Kornbluth’s die- 
hard fans in catching it on-screen. (1:33)

Rick Rick isn’t going to make anyone want to 
move to New York City. The story, penned in 
part by Daniel Handler (better known as 
children’s bard Lemony Snicket), is a dizzy- 
ing maze of cruelty and perversity played 
under the Big Apple’s harshest glare. Bill 
Pullman stars as Rick, a ruthless and cor- 
ruptible corporate executive. He’s quickly 
established as a moral degenerate, spewing 
slurs at a prospective assistant and snaking

his way to an exclusive voyeur club with his 
sleazebag boss. Mind you, this is all before 
we see Rick’s bored and luscious daughter 
enter an X-rated chat room with said sleaze- 
bag boss. The grotesque corruption is won- 
derfully balanced by director Curtiss Clay- 
ton’s cold vision of penthouse apartments 
and corner offices. This atmosphere carries 
the film until traces of sentimentality creep 
into its cautionary tale, like when a dusty 
record bin reminds Rick that he used to be 
the type of guy who listened to Blood on the 
Tracks, The sentimental turn inflates Rick’s 
tragedy, but it also robs the potency of the 
film’s nightmarish fable and portends a 
movie that won't stick. (1:48) Opera Plaza, 
Shattuck. (Goldberg) 

Stella Street Celebrity parody sure has come 
a long way since Rich Little got by just imi- 
tating stars’ vocal mannerisms and movie 
catchphrases. Now we have off-Broadway 
plays about Matt Damon’s and Ben Affleck’s 
imagined inner lives, the ongoing shocking! 
hubris! of Trey Parker and Matt Stone, Em- 
inem’s latest video crudite, and other snarky 
assaults against any last vestige of public-life

respect. Against that backdrop, Stella Street, 
a movie version of a popular BBC series, 
comes off as just moderately cheeky, a glori- 
fied performance-art stunt that amuses but 
overstays its welcome, Creators Phil Corn- 
well and John Sessions play both the stub- 
bornly middle-class denizens of a southwest 
London hood and the roll call of Hollywood 
A-list types who incongruously decide to 
move en masse into the newly “trendy” cul- 
de-sac. Some of the caricatures (notably 
Cornwell’s Jack Nicholson and Michael 
Caine) are really good. Others are vague, fall 
way short, or simply involve personalities no 
one gives a shit about anymore. (I do believe 
Joe Pesci sufficiently parodied himself to 
death circa 1990.) Once you grok the basic 
concept, the film’s flimsy “conspiracy” nar- 
rative just passably sustains full-feature 
length, In England this likable but thin cash- 
in bypassed theaters, going directly to DVD. 
You won't be sorry if you wait for it to do 
likewise stateside.

Surviving Christmas Rich guy Ben Affleck 
pays the family (James Gandolfini, Cather- 
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ine O'Hara, Christina Applegate) who live in 
his childhood home to host his obnoxious 
self for Christmas.

Vera Drake Bustling around drizzly, post- 
WWII London with a happy, doughy face 
and gleaming eyes, Vera (Imelda Staunton) 
works as a floor scrubber for the wealthy, 
humming to herself and calling everyone 
“dear.” For Vera, no problem is ever so great 
that a nice cup of tea can't solve it; she often 
visits ailing neighbors and occasionally helps 
expectant girls by performing homespun 
abortions. When one of these patients al- 
most dies, Vera is arrested and tried for her 
“crime.” Writer-director Mike Leigh con- 
trasts Vera’s story with that of a well-heeled 
girl (Sally Hawkins) who goes through 
proper channels for her abortion and suffers 
from crushing, psychological shame. Leigh 
shapes the superb Vera Drake as a repressed 
working-class companion to his 2002 film 
All or Nothing, establishing a vivid place and 
time but offering little in the way of comfort 
or comment. Staunton’s performance radi- 
ates with glazed, dewy shock as she teeters 
into the film’s wrenching final scene. (2:05)

Anderson) 

Woman, Thou Art Loosed Based on the novel 
and play by televangelist-entrepreneur Bish- 
op T.D. Jakes, who also plays himself in the 
film, Woman, Thou Art Loosed joins The Pas- 
sion of the Christ in 2004’s most unlikely 
genre: movies based on Sunday school les- 
sons. A gutsy (if overbaked) performance by 
Kimberly Elise (The Manchurian Candidate) 
anchors the sad tale of a death row inmate 
sharing the details of her troubled past 
(childhood sex abuse, drug addiction, an 
unsteady relationship with her mother) with 
sympathetic visitor Jakes (whose charismatic 
way with churchgoers is demonstrated dur- 
ing several interludes showcasing his ser- 
mons). Facing adversity is a worthy theme, 
but the melodramatic Woman, Thou Art 
Loosed — which at times feels drawn from 
both the Lifetime and Trinity Broadcast Net- 
works — will likely have little impact be- 
yond the already converted. (1:33) Century 
Plaza, Century 20.

The World According to Bush This is the 
movie the Cannes Film Festival opted not to 
screen this year, after deciding one anti-Bush 
film (Fahrenheit 9/11) was plenty. After the 
local releases of Fahrenheit, Bush’s Brain, 
Uncovered, Outfoxed, Unconstitutional, Un- 
precedented, etc., even the most ardent Bush 
haters might be starting to agree. But if 
you're not quite ready to scream “uncle,” or 
if you have that one insane acquaintance 
who still thinks W. is a dandy guy, William 
Karel’s film is worth a look. True, it touches 
on a lot of the same subject matter as 
Fahrenheit (in particular, the murky reason- 
ing behind the Iraq war; it also covers the 
whole Carlyle Group—bin Laden family con- 
nection), but Karel also snags some input 
from folks who'd never talk to Moore (Colin 
Powell, Richard Perle). Also, it’s hard not to 
enjoy a film that features Normal Mailer 
pegging Bush as “the worst president in 
America’s history” in its first 30 seconds — 
even if on the whole it relies far too heavily 
on the driest of devices: endless talking 
heads.

Before Sunset Nine years ago Yankee back- 
packer Jesse (Ethan Hawke) and French stu- 
dent Celine (Julie Delpy) met on a Eurail 
train, spent 14 hours walking around Vien- 
na, talked a lot, finally did it, and went on 
with their separate travels, exchanging no 
permanencies beyond the promise that 
they'd meet in the same place six months 
later. Well, neither of them made that date, 
for reasons soon discussed after Celine — 
now an environmental activist — drops in 
on recently published author Jesse’s Paris 
book reading. They're both very happy to 
see each other, in large part because despite 
professional success and fairly settled lives 
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since, each feels they blew a potential true 
love back then. With Jesse due on a plane, 
the pair has less than 90 minutes (played in 
real time) to catch up, hash out acquired life 
philosophies, and decide if maybe this thing 
needs to go somewhere after all. Though 
some found it simply yakkety (or way too 
big a dose of Hawke), the 1995 Before Sun- 
rise was nonetheless one of those movies 
that, if it struck you the right way, felt like 
the most romantic ever. With Richard Lin- 
klater back in the director’s seat, this sequel 
(written by him and the actors) has much 
residual good will to drawn on. But Hawke’s 
looks (as flashbacks bear out) aren’t the only 
thing that have faded singe Sunrise. Sweet 
but awfully slight, with less emotional pay- 
off, Sunset just floats down the Seine rather 
than taking flight. Still, I’d be willing to find 
out if these characters can become com- 
pelling again in another nine years. (1:32)

* Bright Leaves Sherman's March director 
Ross McElwee’s latest autobiographical doc- 
umentary scrutinizes his family’s past role in 
the tobacco industry that remains a major 
presence — if a less publicly celebrated one 
— in his native North Carolina. What really 
piques his curiosity is the discovery that 
Bright Leaf, a big (if not very good) 1950 
Hollywood production, stars Gary Cooper 
as what seems to be a fictionalized version Of 
Ross's great-grandfather John Harvey McEI- 
wee. The latter was a tobacco baron who 
created the famous “Bull Durham” brand, 
later suing a former business partner for its 
theft. He lost the case, possibly because his 
nemesis pulled strings in the local courts. 
Even more gratingly, that foe — Washington 
Duke, commemorated by Duke University 
among other things — ended up not just an 
industr ial titan but by far the greater figure 
im historical annals. McElwee’s mixed feel- 
ings about this ancestor’s raw deal, and the 
questionable value of any empire built on 
“cancer sticks,” are played out in a compli- 
cated meditation on family, legacy, responsi- 
bility, and homeland. Though interviewees 
briefly include Patricia Neal (Cooper’s 
Bright Leaf costar and offscreen lover at the 
time), more often McElwee looks to farmers, 
cancer survivors, relatives, and others in his 
search for some elusive truth. Like his other 
films, Bright Leaves is at once hilarious and 
poignant, its wonderful intimacy with sub- 
jects and the viewer confirming that he’s the 
Renoir of elaborated home movies. (1:45)

Howard Zinn: You Can’t Be Neutral on a 
Moving Train This inspiring documentary 
asks the question, So, what's keeping you 
from defending democracy’s principles like 
a true citizen-activist? A shaming example is 
offered by Howard Zinn, famed “alternative” 
historian whose People’s History of the Unit- 
ed States remains the bedrock text on our 
country’s genuine race- and class-driven 
back story. Born to scraping-by working- 
class parents who bought the avaricious- 
reader child a mail-order set of Dickens (still 
a very good formative influence, aesthetical- 
ly and politically), Zinn was attracted early 
on to labor struggles. He pursued their study 
after his World War II Air Force service left 


him questioning the wisdom of civilian- 
bombing White House leadership; then it 
turned out labor history was pretty well 
omitted from the official record. Zinn’s infi- 
nite “capacity for moral outrage” — which 
he understandably finds extraordinarily 
lacking in recent U.S. society overall — soon 
made him an academic spokesperson in key 
struggles where he seemed to be always at 
ground zero. He taught at a Southern 
“Negro” university as the civil rights move- 
ment launched; he was stationed at Boston 
University at the height of Vietnam War 
protests. His outspokenness cost him both 
jobs. Interviews from illustrious former stu- 
dents and a wealth of archival footage make 
this biographical portrait a stirring one. 
Zinn is glimpsed amid recent World Trade 
Organization and anti-Iraq war protests. If 
this old guy can still rabble-rouse, what's 
your excuse?

Primer Sooner or later we're going to have 
to come to terms with Groundhog Day’s 
hold on modern cinema.

missing boyfriend in David Moreton’s unfortunate 


So bad it’s bad 


‘Testosterone’ 


ovelist James Robert Baker lost a battle with suicidal depres- 

sion in 1997. The titles of his books (Adrenaline, Anarchy, 

Testosterone, etc.) give a good idea of their mood-swinging, 
genre-crunching mix of outré sex, black comedy, and pulp thrills. 
It’s a blend that completely fails to translate in director and co-sce- 
narist David Moreton’s adaptation of Testosterone, which is crafted 
with basic competence but is so disastrously “off” — each scene 
phonier than the last — you can’t even tell what the filmmakers 
intended most of the time. David Sutcliffe plays hunky graphic nov- 
elist Dean, who gets bent out of shape when his even hunkier 
boyfriend, Pablo (Antonio Sabato Jr.), suddenly disappears without 
a word. Dean flies to Argentina, where he’s led on a rather deaden- 
ing wild-goose chase by Pablo’s rich-bitch mother (Sonia Braga, in 
drag-queen dragon lady mode) and several folks with hidden 
agendas, including (what else?) numerous hunky young men. The 
film trades in smoldering-passion-Latino clichés while seeming to 
share Dean’s Ugly American attitude toward the “third-world shit- 
hole” he’s stuck traipsing around (he’s actually irked people in Ar- 
gentina speak Spanish). It may be the terribly “straight-acting” 
actor’s fault that our hero comes off as world-class, Stephen Bald- 
win-level boorish rather than crazy in love or (eventually) just 
crazy. But Moreton — stretched way too far from the psychological 


home turf of his excellent debut feature, Edge of Seventeen — 
must shoulder blame for the film’s forced jauntiness, implausibility, 


purple dialogue, and ersatz eroticism. Those elements might have cohered into something enjoyably over-the-top under the 
watch of a Pedro Almodévar or Bigas Luna. Testosterone misses the mark by so far, it almost — alas, only almost — lands in 
s0-bad-it’s-good territory. Two nice things: a fleeting but definite glimpse of the Sabato family jewels and the immortal line 
“Anyone can cum on a tree!” Which leaves just one hour, 45 minutes, and 50 seconds that totally misfire. (Dennis Harvey)
